Devaluation danger 


Anyone wandering round the paddock at Nivelles last week- 
end would have been able to count 41 Formula One cars 
and there to drive them were 32 men. We can think of 
three other manufacturers who have cars in existence but 
did not go to Belgium and three more people building cars on 
the other side of the Atlantic. If these teams run just one car 
each that will make 38 drivers and if just half of these teams 
have a spare car an Fl paddock will boast 50 cars. 

“The more the merrier” say most of the enthusiasts and 
indeed from many aspects this is a tremendous prospect and 
something which should keep the spectators coming in. How- 
ever we would question whether or not it is entirely the 
most healthy thing for motor racing as a whole. F1 is the 
shop window of the sport and always will be and to limit 
it in any way, is not desirable. But what we have to watch 
carefully is just how much money F1 is taking away from 
other sectors of the sport ? 

It is now easy for drivers to get into Fl. Sponsors 
obviously look to a formula which gets all the best coverage 
and it seems comparatively easy for people to either buy 
cars or buy their way into a team. It is this climate which 
allowed F1 grids to swell in an astonishing rate over the 
past two seasons. But if we are not careful the rest of motor 
racing is going to suffer. The first formula to feel the pinch 
is undoubtedly Formula 2. Nowadays the money required to 
buy and run a F2 car would secure the driver and sponsor 
a fairly good Fl drive which they naturally opt for. 

Consequently we have 30 plus drivers in Formula 1 
instantly becoming a “name” because of the money 
they have available. This makes Fl grids perhaps as high 
as 50 per cent full of drivers who have not earned, in terms 
of experience and success, their place and are taking F1 seats 
away from drivers who have earned their experience the best 
way by graduating through the various formulae. With this 
happening F2, for instance, is now getting lesser “ name” 
drivers, who admittedly have got the ability of most Fl 
buy-a-drive men but the sponsors and the organisers just 
don’t want to know about running the races. In fact this 
is starting to happen this year as already four F2 races 
have been cancelled and those that have taken their money 
into F2 have little chance of seeing it recouped as there 
just are not enough races. 

Last weekend at Silverstone was a good example of two 
excellent categories which have suffered because the spon- 
sors or organisers have decided to put their money into 
running or sponsoring F1. Interserie and 2-litre sports cars 
racing are both worthwhile formulae but in this country 
for instance a club cannot get a sponsor to back a 2-litre 
meeting but of course they can for Fl. 

If things carry on as they are at the moment then 
we can envisage trouble ahead. Fl is the ultimate but quite 
frankly it is in danger of debasing its value if the number 
of races and competitors becomes much greater. But by the 
time the bubble bursts there may be a problem finding a 
formula still accepted by promotors which the F1 overspill 
can slot into.

Indy: Foyt quickest 


A. J. Foyt qualified clearly faster 
than the field during last week- 
end’s first day of Indianapolis 
qualifying. Foyt, in the new front 
radiatored Coyote confirmed the 
promise he had shown at On- 
tario Motor’ Speedway in March 
by being the only combination to 
consistently exceed the 190 mph 
barrier. As it was Foyt’s final 
qualifying speed was 191.632 
mpn or 3 m 7.86 s for the four 
laps around the 2.5-mile Indy 
oval. The Texan was a little dis- 
appointed at his speed as he had 
managed slightly quicker times 
during the previous week. 
Wally Dallenbach was second 
fastest and the quickest of the 
Offy-powered runners. Driving 
one of the three STP Eagles, 
Dallenbach qualified at 189.683 
mph using a new large dia- 
meter turbocharger that was 
totally untried prior to Satur- 
day's qualifying. The  turbo- 
charger gave Dallenbach some 
100 additional brake horsepower. 
After his four qualifying laps 
USAC stated that Dallenbach 
must start the race with the 
same turbocharger in place but 
chief mechanic George Bignotti 
appealed against this decision. 


A. J. Foyt—quickest. 


Apparently very little is known 
about the turbocharger and 
Bignotti is convinced that the 
unit will consume all of the 
allotted 280 gallons of fuel well 
before the end of the race. 


Twenty-seven-year-old Mike 
Mosley is currently third fastest 
on 185.319 mph with his Aga- 
janian Lodestar Eagle-Offy. 
Bobby Unser, Tom Sneva and 
David Hobbs qualified fourth, 
fifth and sixth, all within half-a- 
second of Mosley’s time, Unser's 
works Olsonite Eagle was 400 
revs down during his qualifying 
effort and he blamed the pres- 
sure relief valve that USAC in- 
stalled on all cars as a turbo 
boost limiting device. The valve 
maintained the boost at a maxi- 
mum of 20.5 psi in an effort to 
duplicate race conditions which 
this year will be run according 
to USAC’'s 1.8 mile per gallon 
formula. 


Tom Sneva driving Grant 
King’s Eagle copy Kingfish-Offy 
came with a few hundredths of 
equalling Unser. Sneva, a 25- 
year-old Indy Rookie, was the 
last of the 15 men to qualify last 
Saturday before a heavy spring 
rain shower inundated the Speed- 
way. 
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David Hobbs had been very 
quick all week in the Carling 
Black Label McLaren Ml16c/d 
and was immensely pleased with 
both the team and the car. It 
was the first time that Hobbs 
had been in a fully competitive 
Indy car and he surprised all the 
locals with some 190 mph plus 
laps during the week. Hobbs, who 
is the only non-USAC regular in 
this year’s Indy field, qualified at 
184.83 mph. 

The almost inevitable Indiana 
rain stopped qualifying twice on 
Saturday so that there are still 
a handful of drivers who have a 
chance to qualify among the 
front runners. Included among 
those who have a chance .of dis- 
placing Foyt from pole are Mario 
Andretti (Viceroy Eagle), Gordon 
Johncock (STP Eagle) and Mike 
Hiss (Penske Norton McLaren). 
The works McLaren of Johnny 
Rutherford and the other Viceroy 
of Al Unser fell victim to one of 
the obscure USAC rules and 
even though they were waiting 
in the qualifying line-up last 
Saturday, their final qualifying 
times, however fast they may be, 
won't count as first-day efforts. 


David Hobbs—impressive. 


Both Rutherford and Unser suf- 
fered blown engines in the Satur- 
day morning practice and at the 
11 am start of qualifying their 
cars were in Gasoline Ally hav- 
ing their engines changed. A new 
USAC rule states that all cars 
must be in the 11 am qualifying 
line-up or else they will be ex- 
cluded from that day's activities. 
So on that basis the equally irate 
Rutherford and Unser were 
thrown out. 


This is particularly frustrating 
for Rutherford who won pole last 
year and had been fastest during 
the week, along with Foyt and 
Bobby Unser.

Poole, Dorset factory but they 
will be shipped out to Penske’s 
workshops in Reading, Pennsyl- 


vania for assembly. 

Although they are still un- 
certain about who will drive the 
car, George Follmer (who won 
the CanAm championship for 
Penske a couple of years ago) is 
a likely candidate. It will be en- 
tered in the North American GPs 
this year. 


More ‘pop’ 


Following the great success of 
their first Radio 1 DJ Day at 
Brands Hatch on May 5th, Motor 
Circuit Development will be 
holding a similar star function 
at Brands on September 8th 
Meanwhile there will be Radio 
Luxembourg Pop Star days at 
Brands on June 30th and August 
llth. A feature of some future 
Brands championship meetings 
will be a new-type of pre-race 
entertainment given by Robert 
Stewart of the television 
programme “ Bless this House.” 


Sebring back 


Reports from America suggest 
that the Sebring 12 hours will be 
back in full next year. The race 
used to be the second round of 
the World Championship of 
Makes until “two seasons ago 
when the circuit was deemed un- 
suitable. The race was moved to 
Road Atlanta and became an 
American GT championship race. 
We gather that the Sebring air- 
field track is now up to required 
standard and hopes are high of 
having sports cars back again. 


Emerson Fittipaldi tried this new wing set up briefly on his McLaren 
at Nivelles. Its position does not contravene the new regulations ; If 
the top of the wing is lower than the height of the rear wheels then 
it can be placed beyond the one metre ruling. It is expected to be 
tried again shortly.

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Complications arise 
in G1 championship 


Although the racing is providing 
the closest possible competition, 
the behind-the-scenes technicali- 
ties of the Castrol Anniversary 
Group 1 Touring Car Champion- 
ship are rather complicated at 
the moment. 


The situation over the latest 
round at Silverstone last Sunday 
is that at post race scrutineering 
the Chevrolet Camaro of Stuart 
Graham and the Triumph Dolo- 
mite Sprint of Andy Rouse were 
found to have no automatic 
thermostats fitted, but instead 
were fitted with restrictor plates 
as a means of cooling the 
engine. 

The AMOC stewards at Silver- 
stone disqualified both cars from 
the results on the basis that 
Article 257(c) of Appendix J 
states that ‘“ Make and type of 
thermostat are free, but it may 
not be removed nor its position 
changed.” The entrants of the 
cars met with the stewards after 
the meeting last Sunday and the 
result of this was that the mat- 
ter is to be taken to an RAC 
Tribunal. The basis of the argu- 
ment is that the restrictor plate 
is their thermostat, and it is 
no secret that these are not the 
only two cars in the Group 1 
championship to adopt this 
method. 

Meanwhile, the results of the 
previous round at Thruxton on 
Easter Monday still need con- 
firming, as it was found that two 
of the cars checked after sealing 
at the circuit did not fully 
comply with the manufacturers’ 
recognition form, approved by 
the FIA. The problem here is 
that there are dimensions stated 
in the FIA_ recognition form 
which do not coincide with the 
same parts now coming off the 
production line, yet the regula- 
tions state that cars must 
comply with tthe FIA recognition 
form. This problem, which affects 
Triumph Dolomite Sprints and 
the Opel Commodore, will also 
hopefully be resolved at an RAC 
Tribunal on June 6.

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The main point to be made 
about both these inrregularities 
is that they are not blatant 
cheats but are anomalies in the 
manufacturers’ recognition form 
and clarification of the regula- 
tions. 

However until these problems 
are resolved, hopefully in June, 
it does leave the championship 
positions very provisional. If 
both Rouse and Graham remain 
in the Silverstone results and the 
anomalies that became apparent 
after the Thruxton race are 
resolved without any repercus- 
sions, then the overall champion- 
ship lead is currently shared 
between Andy Rouse and Peter 
Hanson on 46 points’ with 
Triumph Dolomite Sprint leading 
the Manufacturers’ section by 51 
points to the Opel’s 46 points. 

The driver's positions on the 
above basis are as follows: 1, 
Andy Rouse and Peter Hanson, 
46; 3, Stan Clark, 35; 4, Stuart 
Graham, 34; 5, Bernard Unett, 
31; 6, Tom Walkinshaw, 26; 7, 
Vince Woodman and Holman 
Blackburn, 23; 9, Roger Bell, 21; 
10, Simon Kirkby, 20. 

Manufacturers’ places : 1, 
Triumph Dolomite Sprint, 51; 2, 
Opel Commodore, 46; 3, Chevro- 
let Camaro, Ford Capri and Hill- 
man Avenger, 37; 6, Alfa Romeo 
Junior, 35. 

As hinted in last week’s issue, 
the RAC Competitions Commit- 
tee rather surprisingly turned 
down last week tthe expected 
decision to allow brake scoops 
in Group 1 from last Sunday’s 
meeting. It certainly didn’t please 
Les Nash whose Chevrolet 
Camaro has had terrible problems 
wearing through its pads and in 
last Sunday’s race arrived at 
Stowe Corner doing approxi- 
mately 160 mph with no stopping 
power; quick reactions avoided 
what could have been a very 
serious accident and he, like a 
number of other competitors, 
believes that brake scoops should 
be allowed in the interests of 
safety.

Depailler was given his Fl 
initiation with two Tyrrell GP 
drives in 1972 and it is obviously 
the intention for Jabouille to have 
the same treatment although as 
a driver Jabouille perhaps lost 
some of his ambition and is 
leaning towards being very much 
a development and organisational 
member of the Alpine team.

The third round of the sports 
car championship takes place 
this weekend at the Nurburgring 
and promises to be the best yet 
this season.

The Crowne Racing plans for a 
Lola-Tecno 2-litre sports car has 
been shelved. A none too happy 
Keith Greene said on Monday 
that he had sold the car at a 
“give away” price in Italy as he 
was fed up with the way Tecno 
were playing about. Greene went 
down to the factory a couple of 
weeks ago, but found that 
nothing had been done according 
to plan. 


To add to the dissatisfaction 
with Italy their transporter broke 


down on the way back and is 
still stuck there. Then at Silver- 
stone last Friday Keith was test- 
ing the Adlards Capri with a 
new cam fitted when after 
six laps it dropped a valve. After 
an overnight rebuild Martin Bir- 
rane did official practice on 
Saturday, but was unhappy with 
his times and scratched from the 
meeting. 

Greene told us that he plans 
to get the team’s Kremer Porsche 
Carrera out of storage to run in 
place of the Lola. 


F3 Perkins 


Larry Perkins is to race F3 in a 
March in Italy for the March 
Italian importer, Allessandro 
Trivellato. Perkins, who has been 
working with his former 
mechanic on Chris Amon’s 
Formula One car, will commute 
between Britain and Italy, and 
will principally be out to gain 
experience. He'll be going for 
the International tracks mainly, 
such as Monaco, which will be 
his first race, Salzburgring and 
the Nurburgring, as well as 
various Italian circuits including 
Monza and Misano. Perkins has 
already raced once in Italy this 
year at Casale, where he was 
very quick in a March in prac- 
tice but was involved in some- 
one else’s accident during the 
race. 


Doune saved 


Hillclimbing at Doune, Perth- 
shire, has been saved as a result 
of new safety arrangements 
which have been agreed between 
the promoters and the RAC. 

This means that two events in 
the British National Hill Climb- 
ing Championships will be held 
at Doune this year in June and 
September and the top hill- 
climbers, who were most upset 
at the prospect of the closure, 
will almost certainly will go back 
to Doune to compete in these. 

It was announced at the begin- 
ning of the year that the 
promoters, Doune Admissions 
Limited, were unable to meet 
certain safety barrier require- 
ments laid down by the RAC and 
that the hill climb, which was 
built in 1968, would have to 
close. A compromise has now 
been reached which overcomes 
all the safety problems without 
eliminating the unique challenge 
of the Scottish hill. 

This has been done by shorten- 
ing the track at the start by 
150 yards and by installing 
safety fencing at two bends on 
the lower stretches of the climb. 

For the two events, which will 
be held on June 22/23 and 
September 21/22 will be 
organised by the Lothian Car 
Club, practice will be held on 
the Saturdays with the event 
being run on the Sundays.

Emerson just makes 
it from Niki Lauda

After five Grands Prix we've finally had a repeat winner. Emerson Fittipaldi is the man, and 
by just beating Niki Lauda by half a second at the end of the Belgian GP the Brazilian has 
moved himself into the lead of the World Championship — by one point. It was an extremely 
tense race, with six men nose-to-tail in five different kinds of car for much of the distance, 
none with any apparant edge. Clay Regazzoni, making the most of a timekeeper’s cock-up which 
put his Ferrari on the pole despite in reality doing only the eighth best qualifying time, led 
off and did so without appearing to hold the others up. Fittipaldi came from the second row 
into second place on the first lap, so that when the Ferrari driver finally fell afoul of heavy 
traffic amongst some back markers the Texaco Marlboro McLaren was properly placed to 
snatch away the lead. This he held all the way to the end, chased finally only by Lauda. 
Both men were driving right on their peaks, and try as they might the gap between them 
held steady at about 3s for the whole second half of the race. Then, out of the hairpin for 
the last of 85 times, Fittipaldi eased the strain on his car just enough to be sure of winning, 
and let the Ferrari come close up behind. Meanwhile, some distance behind by then, Regazzoni 
was holding off a spirited challenge from Jody Scheckter — whose Tyrrell had, by general 
agreement, set up quickest practice time —until the very last lap when, helped by the 
Ferrari apparently beginning to run out of fuel, Jody stole away third place for his best-ever 
Fl finish. 

While all this was going on, Ronnie Peterson and James Hunt who had formed the last two 
in the initial six-car train both retired with mechanical failure, but Jean-Pierre Beltoise and 
Denny Hulme were having a close sort out over fifth and sixth places. The six men in the 
points at the finish were all on the same lap. Mike Hailwood, seventh after a spin, drove 
with such spirit that he was awarded the Prix Rouge et Blanc. 

It was an “honest” race, untroubled by weather conditions which were perfect, and the 
only trouble was the legitimate one of mechanical and tyre imperfection. Several drivers, 
in fact, were handicapped by tyres going off or going out of balance, just as in South Africa ; 
these included Carlos Reutemann, the Kyalami winner, who stopped to change two chunked 
tyres before finally retiring. Jacky Ickx was racing on home ground but had no luck from 
it, his JPS retiring as well as Peterson’s without ever quite going as fast.

He was 
thinking up schemes for a circuit: “ Hmm, 
we'll certainly need a hairpin, and a long 
straight, and a long fast bend. . . hmm, and 
then we'll put in a fast esses, and a slow 
esses .. . and we'll have room for a medium 
bend in about here. .. .” But he didn’t really 
like this particular circuit, it looked too

an oddly difficult circuit which does indeed 
have “ one-of-everything,” and races there so 
far have been close. But to think it was 
given space in the same country that created 
oe Se 

Oh, well, on to the entry list. Historians 
may have a long search to find another Grand 
Prix for which as many people entered with 
so many cars as the 1974 Belgian. There 
were 32 drivers asking to race, and they 
had brought with them a total of 41 full 
scale, late model Formula One racing cars. Not 
all of them were used over the weekend, but 
they were there. 

Lotus had three John Players, the same as 
in Spain two weeks before including the 72- 
series spare; the newer 76 series cars were 
about as run before except for generally much 
smaller, lower-drag aerofoil systems for this 
generally much faster track. Perhaps because 
of enjoying lesser downforce, as well as the 
other detail setup differences for faster 
corners, the cars weren't handling as well as 
at Jarama. Ronnie Peterson was making a 
better job of it, going quicker and looking 
smoother than his team-mate Jacky Ickx who 
was visibly working very hard and going 
slower — and looking more than disappointed 
about not being able to put up more of a 
show for his countrymen. He did have the 
better mechanical luck through practice, 
though, as Peterson did have to use his 
familiar old car for most of Friday practice 
when JPS/9’s gearbox unscrewed itself inter- 
nally. Then, on Saturday, just.at the end of 
practice, Ronnie went off the road on some- 
one else’s oil and rumpled the new car 
against the catch fencing hard enough to 
make everyone worried about whether it 
could be properly lined up again. 

Elf Team Tyrrell had been able to com- 
plete their second new-series car, this one 
being labelled 007/2 and fitted to Patrick De- 
pailler. The two cars were outwardly “as 
identical as we can make them,” but inter- 
nally there must have been something amiss 
because the Frenchman was just simply un- 
happy with it. When driving Jody Scheckter’s 
007 earlier he had been able to cut equal 
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lap times to the South African, but he just 
couldn't make his own car do the job—one 
of those puzzling quirks that racing machines, 
hand-built in every detail, will persist ex- 
hibiting at the wrong moments. He said it 
was behaving erratically, unpredictably, in 
fast corners, but no amount of inspection 
could reveal why. However, the Tyrrells did 
enjoy better fortune both mechanically and 
otherwise than the Lotus camp next door and 
were able to confine themselves to little 
beyond aerodynamic tuning on Scheckter’s 
car, and were wonderfully rewarded when 
Jody recorded what nearly everyone agreed 
was the fastest time of all by the end of 
last practice: 1m 10.868, which compared 
to the 1972 pole position of Fittipaldi at 
1m 11.83 s. 

(True, reference to the table of grid posi- 
tions will show that there was officially a 
faster time yet, but everyone involved out- 
side the official box —including the Ferrari 
team— was in perfect agreement that this 
was pure fantasy, and that Clay Regazzoni's 
best time was a full 2 s slower than that 
which was attributed to him and which gave 
him, unalterably it turned out, the pole.) 

Marlboro Team Texaco were doing more in 
their series of chassis experiments, taking 
advantage of having, with Yardley Team 
McLaren, three drivers to give opinions, and 
had their three — plus two spare — M23s set 
up subtly differently. This time they all had 
the longer wheelbase option, but there were 
three different radius rod mountings for the 
rear suspensions for different anti-squat 
characteristics. Through practice all three 
drivers seemed to enjoy that McLaren reli- 
ability which is becoming remarkable as the 
season goes on. Emerson Fittipaldi was finally 
awarded his rightful fourth grid position on 
the second row, after disputation, although as 
it happened it was at the expense of Peter- 
son, who according—oh, never mind, it 
gets too confusing. The reader’s attention is 
drawn to the data panel, where the un- 
official but certainly reliable times recorded 
by the new Heuer-Marlboro timing system 
are set forth for historical accuracy! Mike 
Hailwood was likewise “chuntering along 
happily,” but a problem with erratically-manu- 
factured qualifying tyres prevented Denny 
Hulme from joining any battles for quick 
times and he settled for tuning his car for 
race conditions exclusively. The M-T McLarens 
had never been able to take advantage of 
the previous week’s testing programme laid 
on for other teams, because of a very un- 
pleasant road crash involving their trans- 
porter on its way up through Spain. No one 
on the team had been injured, but time had 
been lost. In the context of the increasing 
amount of testing everyone seems to be 
getting into these days, it could have been 
a crippling handicap for the M23 runners... . 

There were five McLarens, but there were 
seven Brabhams! The works Ecclestone team

—sporting new sponsorship from Hitachi — 
had their trip of BT44s, of which Carlos 
Reutemann used two during practice because 
of continuing mechanical troubles afflicting 
both, while Rikki von Opel was able to sort 
out his car without any mechanical d-fficul- 
ties. In addition, there were BT42s for: John 
Watson, of course, who was handling the 
Hexagon/Goldie car with his characteristic 
verve enhanced by the fact that it wasn’t 
handling very well; the car seen in the 
British non-championship rounds now handled 
by Belgian Teddy Pilette, his GP debut going 
well and his attitude self-confident; and 
Gerard Larrousse, who had both the Finotto 
“ Switzerland " sponsored cars to choose from, 
Silvio Moser still being in hospital in serious, 
although improving condition. 

The problems afflicting Reutemann were 
multiple: on the Friday, engine oil pressure 
fluctuation on the intended race car, followed 
by a gear selector failure when he tried to 
use the spare ; fuel pressure fluctuation caus- 
ing a heavy shunt of the first car on Satur- 
day when the engine cut out in the middle 
of a corner, while the engine of the back-up 
proved to be bad this time. As Carlos, whose 
season had started out with such brilliant 
performances, asked dolefully: “Why does 
it all have to turn bad now, after we had 
such a good test last week?” 

For Vittorio Brambilla a new March 741 
had been created, although for reasons of 
crossing borders it was labelled with the same 
chassis number as his old one, destroyed in

make mag crack. The Beta tools car for the 
Italian had troubles of another sort this week, 
as both days of practice were spoilt by the 
“big belt" at the front of the engine break- 
ing. Engine trouble of a more mysterious 
sort, an unexplained sudden cut-out in the 
middle of a fast corner, was the reason the 
German had a heavy shunt on Friday. The 
March went sideways into a catch fence post 
so hard that only after long hours of pains- 
taking panel beating was the car put back 
into running condition for Saturday. Then, 
said Hanschen, there was a need to put 
various things right so the car would handle 
the same in corners to opposite directions, and 
to brake in a straight line. 

Ferrari were using older cars than their 
Spain-winning chassis, which rotation of 
materiel seems to be a trick borrowed from 
their sports car experience—it must be 
better, if one can afford it, to give each 
car three weeks of rebuilding time between 
races rather than one. Niki Lauda didn’t 
admit to any problems with his car beyond 
finding a moment when he could put together 
one clear fast lap on soft tyres. Clay Regaz- 
zoni hadn't quite the same fortune, as right 
at the end of Friday he shunted the nose into 
a fence and used the spare all day Saturday. 

J-P Beltoise's still-single BRM P201 was 
carrying smaller side water radiators mounted 
somewhat more neatly, but right at the end 
of last practice a hurried swap was made 
back to the original pattern, obviously for 
cooling reasons. In the older P160 of Henri 
Pescarolo appeared the awaited new V12 
engine, the type 192 rather than the familiar 
type 142. Actually based on the existing block, 
the 192 is a matter of new cylinder heads 
with a wider angle between valves and more 
of a proper combustion chamber, as well as 
a shorter stroke. Henri reported the new 
power characteristics were an improvement, 
with definitely more torque available and 
strong pull from 5000 to 11,000 rpm. A set- 
back, though, was his putting a wheel on to 
a damp patch of track on Friday and needing 
some overnight mending to be ready for 
Saturday. Meanwhile Francois Migault was 
being handicapped on both days by engines 
which, for an unknown reason, persisted in 
pumping oil out on to the road —it was this 
that put Peterson off late on Saturday. 

The pair of UOP Shadows were this time 
identical, Brian Redman's up to the full wheel- 
base of J-P Jarier’s now. Brian lost some of 
Friday with a leaking gearbox seal before 
settling down to try to sort out handling 
which was visibly difficult. 

There were four TS16 Surtees on hand, 


although the original chassis, entered by AAW 
for Leo Kinnunen to make his GP debut, 
scarcely turned any clear practice laps at all 
and fell far short of qualifying for the start. 
The works cars, including the spare which 
was used by both Carlos Pace and Jochen 
Mass over the two days, were in far better 
condition than the original and were being 
driven at the limit. It was a good display of 
the colours of the Bang & Olufsen Hi-Fi firm, 
who had, of course, helped to rescue the 
whole Belgian GP. Hard work seemed to make 
progress, although here too the cars were 
giving the drivers obvious trouble with hand- 
ling as well as, for Mass, a string of mechani- 
cal delays—problems with clutch, fuel pres- 
sure, and a sudden, frightening collapse of a 
proprietary wheel. 

The Williams Iso Marlboros were the same 
cars as before, Arturo Merzario’s being 
straightened after its Spanish flight over the 
guardrail, but a difference was Gijs van 
Lennep replacing Belso in the second car for 
his turn of races. The Dutchman never ex- 
pressed any happiness during the weekend, 
saying the car was unpredictable in its be- 
haviour, “but after so long a layoff from Fl 
what can I say about fixing it?’ Merzario, 
on the other hand, looked in a better mood 
and was, once again, remarkably quick. In- 
deed, people are starting to speculate about 
the Isos becoming outright GP winners. A 
sour note to all this was struck by the 
engine, which just at the end of the final 
practice, when Art was on his way out to 
try for a best lap, began a misfire. 

Vern Schuppan arrived in the Theodore 
Racing Ltd Ensign, the familiar green car 


now resprayed in orange to mark the new 
financial structure. The Australian seemed to 
be making intelligent progress with the car, 
learning as so many before him what a 
different world Fl is from G5 or F5000. 

Hesketh Racing had done another stage of 
development on their still-new 308, fitting 
a different front bulkhead so as to mount the 
suspension springs in a more upright position. 
This, explained The Doctor Postlethwaite 
patiently, was a thing done for several inter- 
related reasons all having to do with the 
smoothness of behaviour of the front of the 
car. It seemed to work, and James Hunt, 
after trying the spare, older-pattern car, con- 
centrated on the new one and showed signs of 
pulling the team back up to the position near 
the top that one has come to expect of 
them. a 

The Embassy Lolas did not seem to be 
handling very well on this peculiarly tricky 
circuit, and Graham Hill had two separate 
delays in practice. Once, “I simply failed to 
concentrate and fell off the road,” which 
damaged the nosepiece; later he had the 
gearlever come out by the roots. 

The 3lst and 32nd entrants for this race 
that was originally to start only 30 were 
Trojan and Token, Tim Schenken and Tom 
Pryce the stars respectively of these interest- 
ing teams which show a welcome different 
approach. Both cars were running reliably 
in practice and the drivers both seemed to 
improve as time went on. With the present 
inconclusive state of Fl there seems no 
fundamental reason why a team of new- 
comers couldn't fight their way toward the 
top; it would be pleasant to see Token and

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Trojan too be granted some real sponsorship 
so they could show the world what they have 
to offer. 

In fact, with the obvious failure of the 
private Surtees, it was thought a hardship 
on one lone driver—who would have been 
Brambilla, whose second engine belt failure 
completely ruined the second day of prac- 
tice—to be cut from the race, so the organ- 
isers agreed to start all 31. That, however, 
was about the only thing they agreed to 
about the grid, and the order they published 
was generally received as a wild fantasy 
bearing almost nil relationship to the true 
facts of qualifying times. There was more 
than the mere matter of safety to consider, 
or even fairness—there was money. There 
is a scale of payment made to grid placings. 
That made the intransigence of the organisers 
—they even rejected the petition of a con- 
certed presentation of the facts by Tyrrell 
and Ferrari—a serious matter! But what, as 
a Formula One Association leading light 
asked, do you suggest one does about it... 

It may have little bearing on the actual 
course of the race, but followers of the whole 
of the sport ought to know just how absurd 
were many of the aspects of the Belgian GP’s 
organisation. There was a farcical situation 
about credentials, where the number of pit 
passes was supposed to be rigidly limited 
(with liaison on this matter with the Fl 
Association, who have designed and pro- 
duced their own pass); in fact, the number 
of passes was controlled but the number of 
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Redman retires with a blown engine. 


people in the pits was not. While there were 
cases of fully accredited, formally assigned 
journalists (no, not the writer) being refused 
access, there were in the pits small children 
running around free of restraint. While the 
matter of photographer track passes was 
supposed to be carefully controlled, there 
were in fact any number of totally non-pro- 
fessional people wandering freely around the 
circuit. There was no attempt to disuade 
photographers from occupying obviously 
idiotic locations, like the space between 
catch fences, and one even saw several 
different flag marshals lounging at their ease 
against the track side of steel barriers. 
According to drivers, the flagging itself was 
ludicrous, in many cases. 

The Secretary of the Fl Association was 
at pains to express the view that the mere 
fact that there was a Belgian GP at all was 
a testimony to the hard work and faith of 
a large number of well intentioned people— 
“some of whom have required that they re- 
main anonymous”—and to this view everyone 
who holds motor racing to be important must 
have sympathy. But good intentions are not 
enough. It is a professional enterprise under- 
way here, involving a lot of people in total 
dedication. The touring professionals have 
a right to be met with equal professionalism 
wherever they go. 

As for the racing they came here to do, 
nobody seemed to have any common idea of 
what to expect. For one thing, practice had

EMERSON FITTIPALD! ORIVER OF THE TEXACO-MARLBORO CAR 


Last Sunday, at Nivelles, Emerson Fittipaldi 
swept to victory in the Belgian Grand Prix. 

He’s already won the Brazilian Grand Prix 
and the President Medici Trophy, so he’s obviously 
very much at home in his new red and white car. 

One thing youll notice. 

He may have changed his colours, but he’s 
still winning on our ordinary Texaco 
petrol and Havoline oil. 
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Through the Esses go Regazzoni, Fittipaldi, 


effectively been only one day’s worth. Most 
of the Friday had been wet, but intermittently 
so; just before the pause which coincided 
with the need to pull Stuck’s March out of 
the catch fence Fittipaldi had put on a set 
of slicks and slipped out on the drying line 
_ to record the best lap of the first half of 
the first day, and he was followed by Hunt 
who was using intermediates. After that 
there was more rain, but approximately 20 
minutes from the end of the day's practice 
the sun was shining and everyone had put 
on slicks. In the last few minutes the racing 
line was dry, but to put a wheel off the line 
was usually to spin—as at least half a dozen 
drivers found out the hard way! There was 
frantically little time left to do any good 
times, but everyone was out trying as furi- 
ously as they could, and there was the most 
extraordinary sight of a string of at least 
a dozen cars all scrambling around mixed up 
together. For the first time one was brought 
face to face with the sheer number of cars 
here at Nivelles. Everywhere one turned one 
encountered an Fl car. They were as thick 
as gnats, and the swarm of them all buzzing 
around together, each wishing the other 
would get out of the way for one clear lap 
at least, brought thoughts of that old line 
about, “If you can keep your head while all 
about you. . . .” It seems to have been about 
as fruitless a practice as it looked, Friday. 
So it all had to be packed into Saturday, 
when at least the weather cleared and pre- 
sented a nice, dry afternoon with a strong 
wind blowing across the long straight. 
There were several different ideas about 
what was the important thing about the 
circuit. At some places, everyone seems to 
agree about one key feature for which one 
must tune the car. But at Nivelles there 
seemed to be no common opinion, even within 
the same team. “Oh, it’s the straight that's 
important here,” said one driver definitely. 
“That long, right-hand bend at the back,” 
said his teammate with equal conviction, 
“that’s the first thing to have the car set 
for.” “You've got to get through the first 
turn after the pits quickly,” said someone 
else, while other drivers separately talked 
about the Esses and the Hairpin—this be- 
cause of the run up the straight to the 
finish line. (So that doodling designer had 
at least succeeded in presenting a well- 
balanced set of problems !) 
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A further complication was the surface, 
which during the two winters since the last 
Fl race here seemed to have developed some 
rather severe bumps. Naturally, bumps 
being the awkward little devils they are, they 
were right in the middle of some of the key 
sections, so the setting of the chassis to cope 
with them meant less than perfect handling 
through these sections. 

Cars and the level of competition seemed 
to have changed so much over the past two 
seasons that nobody really could predict what 
sort of race to expect this time. 


RACE 


It must be said that Regazzoni filled the 
role he’d been thrust into, and his start was 
first class. The whole long field of cars— 
15 rows of them plus half a row at the 
back—hurled in one mob up the rise into 
the first bend all together, Regazzoni and 
Scheckter absolutely side by side teading 
them ail in. The farther back the slower 
everyone had to go into the turns, and right 
at the back they seemed almost to stop to

avoid their fellows, so the 31 strung out into 
file rapidly. Before the end of the first lap 
Fittipaldi’s McLaren scraped ahead of 
Scheckter into second and settled into the 
job of chasing a Ferrari, while the Tyrrell 
had Peterson's JPS, Lauda’s Ferrari and 
Hunt’s Hesketh close in its slipstream. 
Within a couple of laps these six had settled 
into a race of their own, literally nose to 
tail at the front of the Grand Prix. As a 
few more laps went by Lauda overtook 
Peterson for fourth in the string, so it was 
Regga, Emerson, Jody and Niki really close 
together with Ronnie and James not quite 
mixing in, but still in the turbulence from 
their four mates. Meanwhile Pace’s Surtees 
was well placed as leader of all the rest, but 
presently Depailler took his new Tyrrell 
through, despite its continuing troubles, and 
gradually pulled away to occupy the gap 
ahead of the second group. In fact, after a 
dozen laps the race divided into four groups, 
long winding “crocodiles” of snarling Fl 
machines; Pace fell backwards allowing team- 
mate Mass to lead the second, Pescarolo’s 
BRM was going strongly in front of the third, 
and Larrousse put the blue and white Brab-

ham ahead of Pryce and Pilette as if to show 
them what he had found out about F1 racing. 


These four groups, all jammed-up, weaving 
lines of racing cars, put one in mind of a 
long distance stock car race. The men were 
going as hard as they could, but within 
groups no one had any advantage over the 
others. What was going to happen therefore 
was a contest of endurance. The groups 
looked like hanging on together through the 
afternoon, each man trying to husband his 
personal resources, keep his car's engine and 
tyres at peak efficiency, hope nothing else 
broke, not put any wheels wrong and avoid 
anyone else’s mistakes, and try to be there 
in the last few laps for “the end game.” 
This was a tense spectacle to watch, but 
perhaps not exactly an exciting one. 


Poor Stuck was the first victim of mechani- 
cal misfortune, as he found his clutch burn- 
ing out at the start; he tried to nurse it back 
to cool life and did move up from absolute 
last after a few laps, but it wouldn't accept 
full power so he had to post the first retire- 
ment. In the middle of the pack Edwards 
made a challenge to Pescarolo, diving down 
inside the first turn; the Lola got through 
safely but the BRM went wide and spun 
across the grass into the catch fences. Mer- 
zario, just ahead of this, was making a tre- 
mendous defence of his place from first 
Reutemann, who did get by, and Ickx, who 
also finally found a gap, but finally had to 
park on the grass opposite the pits with a 
broken halfshaft. Reutemann continued to 
struggle up through the field, overtaking 
Hailwood, but he was running into a tyre 
chunking problem which seemed to afflict 
all the Brabhams for some reason and stopped 
to change his fronts. The other works 44 
was farther back, but Von Opel was fighting 
and got up within his group to scratch around 
amongst Brambilla and Hil, before slowing 
and retiring with his oil pressure gone. 
Reutemann after his stop carried on driving 
hard, but then a fuel line parted and stopped 
him too. Within the leading bunch Hunt was 
the first victim of trouble, as his engine 
wasn’t strong enough to do more than keep 
him in touch with the leading five; that 
would have been acceptable but then a rose 
joint broke in the rear suspension and gave 
him a very lurid, white-knuckles sort of ride 
at Very high speed across the grass just after 
half distance. 


The gremlins were getting busy in other 
machines now, too. Pace’s problem was in 
keeping air in his tyres; he made a stop to 
replace his front left tyre, which he'd appar- 
ently scored on kerbing, and then to replace 
both rears, which were apparently leaking 
through joints in built-up rims, Mass, too, 
had a deflating rear tyre, as well as a prob- 
lem keeping third gear engaged, and finally a 
vibration brought him in to retire with what 
he believed to be a broken rear upright. 


Both the John Player Specials were giving 
trouble again. Ickx, who had been nerfed in 
the ¢ail at one point (Merzario’s white nose 
had some black rubber smeared on it), was 
running along driving as hard as he could 
with a still difficult chassis, when suddenly 
he vanished inside a huge plume of blue 
smoke. Ah hah, engine exploded, one 
thought, and mentally crossed off JPS No 2 
—but a few laps later there it was again, 
running as hard as before. It was merely an 
oil pipe that had broken, due to being nerfed. 
But the Belgian wasn’t going to be let off 
that lightly by the whimsical god who was up 
on his cloud turning over the fortune cards; 
the next card said “brakes now go all 
spongy” and he came in to have them bled. 
The third card said “overheating” and Jacky 
retired of it, finally. Meanwhile Peterson, 
haring around in his strong fifth, began to 
flag and dropped behind Hunt, and then 
stopped. His fortune card, too, said “brakes 
must be bled,” but he also wanted his rear 
tyres changed because of vibration—in fact, 
only One got replaced in the scramble. But 
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it didn’t really matter, fuel was leaking into 
the cockpit and he finally decided liquid fuel 
burns hurt just as much as Lurning fuel does 
and he joined his teammates in retirement. 

With Hunt's departure into the greenery 
there were four left of the original leaders, 
and at mid race a decisive circumstance devel- 
oped to determine their order. Regazzoni, 
still leading Fittipaldi, Lauda and Scheckter 
but only just, finally came up into a cluster 
of backmarkers—it had taken a long time, as 
everyone’s pace seemed very high on this 
circuit. There was a scramble, the big red 
Ferrari went wide onto the grass, and 
instantly the McLaren and the second Ferrari 
too, slipped by. That broke the foursome up, 
for the Tyrrell didn’t make it by. The first 
two, Fittipaldi and Lauda, ran off with the 
race, running now as hard as they could. 
Although neither was disposed to make an 
issue of it later both were suffering increas- 
ing tyre vibration as apparently the braking 
loads slowly rotated the tyres on the rims. 
It was something that would have been gruel- 
ling in itself, but as both men were being 
forced by the other to run as hard as possible 
it was sapping their strength rapidly. Fitti- 
paldi, who said later he was really regretting 
missing the pre-race test as well as having 
only one day of worthwhile practice, found 
his car was a bit quicker through the curves, 
but that the Ferrari was closing up on the 
straight. He was holding Lauda at bay at 
about three seconds—just out of the worst of 
his own aerodynamic turbulence—but obvi- 
ously any faltering in his handling of the 
car, whether gear changing or cornering, 
would decide the race. 

As they came scrambling into the hairpin 
for the 85th time Emerson deliberately 
slacked off to be sure of getting round 
securely, and relied on his engine to bring 
him up to the chequered flag just ahead of the 
Ferrari—not unlike what he remembered 
seeing Stewart do in front of him at Monaco 
last year. The gap between his wing and 
Lauda’s thrusting red nose was half a second 
under the flag, a result close enough to en- 
sure that this will be remembered as one of 
the tenser Grands Prix of the season, al- 
though for some reason it wasn’t exactly ex- 
citing to watch. There was too much of an 
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air of inexorability, of equally matched men 
waiting to seize upon a falter from the other, 
to be spine-tingling. The only real excite- 
ment for Pittipaldi, actually, happened earlier 
in the race when a car ahead threw off a 
wheel weight. He remembered seeing a tiny 
black object blurring back at him like a 
bullet, knowing there was nothing his 
strapped in body could do to avoid it. It 
punched into the top of the McLaren's wind- 
screen squarely before his eyes chipping out 
a hole—but miraculously glacing off before 
hitting his visor or going down the airbox. 


Forty-six seconds behind the leaders came 
the Regazzoni-Scheckter struggle for third. 
They had gradually lost touch with the first 
two after Regga’s moment, and Jody wasn't 
able to get by. He did hang on as tight as 
he could, driving with professional determina- 
tion and regularity, looking for a chance. 
It came on the last lap, at the end of the 
straight going into the first corner, and the 
Tyrrell ducked down low and out-braked deep 
into the apex. Jody led all around the lap 
with the Ferrari close up behind, but the flat- 
12 was picking up the last of its fuel, and as 
he crossed the line fourth Regga shut off and 
coasted straight onto the grass. 


Still on the same lap were Beltoise and 
Hulme, as close together fighting for fifth 
as were the two groups ahead, Denny was 
suffering several different car problems, Jean 
Pierre was suffering deteriorated tyres, and 
the narrow balance between them held fine 
to the line, the BRM ahead. (However, the 
official timers announced confidently that 
Hulme’s sick car had done the best race 
lap!) 


Ahead on the road, but seventh a lap back, 
was Mike Hailwood who had done a spin 
earlier. His fight back up the line, despite fuel 
pick-up trouble, excited enough people that 
he was awarded the Marlboro Siffert prize. 
Graham Hill was eighth, a fine result for a 
car that was oversteering due to a wrong 
gamble on tyres. He was three seconds ahead 
of Brambilla, who reported no problems, while 
Schenken brought the Trojan in to its first 
finish 10th overall despite strong understeer, 
faded brakes, and severe tyre imbalance. 

Watson had stopped to change both front

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tyres as they, like so many others this day 
(of both brands of manufacture) were vibrat- 
ing; John actually had blisters on his hands 
from holding the jiggling wheel. Hexagon 
reckoned the stop cost them at least two 
places. 


Tyre trouble also struck Pilette, Depailler, 
who retired with another front brake strap 
broken as a result of the vibration, and Lar- 
rousse, who also had a new-design wheel fall 
off. Fuel pick-up trouble, despite plenty left in 
the tanks, struck several drivers including Tom 
Pryce who was forced to slow suddenly 
just at the wrong moment as Scheckter was 
overtaking and in the kerfuffel had his left 
front suspension knocked awry—there was 
no damage to the Tyrrell. The same sort 
of trouble also reached into the Ensign’s fuel 
system, so Schuppan was slow for the last 
20 laps despite having one side tank still 
nearly full, and Jarier brought his Shadow in 
for a refuelling stop to see if that would 
cure the cutting out—he would have been 
fifth, the team reckon. Redman was going 
along in eighth three laps from the end, when 
he pulled over and crossed the line on the 
grass and climbed out. His engine was dead 
from what Brian described as “ Electrical 
failure: the con rod coming out the block 
cut the main cable.” 


There were an incredible number of cars 
to keep track of. The Grand Prix season con- 
tinues to escalate, and not all announced and 
even already debuted cars were in Belgium. 
The pressures may force some of the weaker 
teams to withdraw, but for those contesting 
the front of races the pressures will not let 
them withdraw. Last year was a gruelling long 
season, this one will be even worse. As one 
team manager remarked over the weekend, 
“It’s your management that’s got to be spot 
on nowadays, simply to make it to the next 
race in competitive form.” It’s too early still 
to predict which driver will emerge as Cham- 
pion, but it is not too much to note that 
Emerson Fittipaldi's victory in Belgium was a 
first class job of hard work; nor is it inappro- 
priate to note that once again McLaren Cars 
started and finished three cars—still a record 
of perfect reliability. That is going to count, 
if they can keep it up.

Superstar wins the Welsh

In a demonstration designed to show that he is equally at home on the road as off it, 
Markku Alén led the Fram Castrol Welsh Rally from start to finish last weekend in his works 
Ford Escort RS. With John Davenport in the hot seat, he won all but seven of the special 
stages and though his engine was showing signs of wear towards the end of the rally, he 
came home an unruffled winner from what must be the revelation of the rally, Billy Coleman 


in his ex-works Escort RS.

Coleman was one of several drivers from the 
British Isles who showed considerable form 
during the Welsh Rally and gave the first 
signs for some time that there is hope that 
Britain has plenty of top line rally drivers 
ready to go out and take the Scandinavians 
on at their own game. Coleman, driving as 
usual with Donal O'Sullivan, was out for the 
first time in his newly acquired Boreham 
Escort and he was the only driver to con- 
sistently challenge Alén. Tony Pond and 
Frances Cobb appearing with Fabergé Brut 33 
sponsorship in the Norman Reeves Escort RS 
came up to expectations with a good third 
place, though Pond will not be happy until 
there is no one placed ahead of him. 

With three Escorts taking the top places, it 
was good to see a new name, albeit with a 
familiar face at the wheel, taking fourth 
place. This was the Group 2 Dealer Opel 
Team Ascona crewed by Tony Fall/Mike 
Broad which made a good showing on its 
first appearance in Britain, despite giving 
away quite a bit of power to the Escorts. Opel 
also won the Manufacturer’s team prize with 
Russell Brookes/Richard Hudson-Evans and 
Ian Wilson/Paul Anderson in two Group 1 
Asconas. General Motors came out of the 
rally very well indeed for, in fifth place over- 
all were George Hill/Keith Wood in a Group 
2 Firenza from the Martin Group, while in 
seventh place and first overall in the Group 
1 category were Will Sparrow/Nigel Raeburn 
in the DTV Firenza. 

A disappointed man was Colin Malkin 
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who with Brian Coyle finished sixth in the 
Chrysler Team Group 2 Avenger. Cancella- 
tion of two stages due to timing errors fur- 
ther down the field lost him several places 
after a brilliant drive in a car which still 
lacks the promised power of the Chrysler 16 
valve engine. Disappointed too was Pentti 
Airikkala/Alan Jolley who had gone excep- 
tionally well in their Finnish prepared, Colt 
sponsored Alfa Romeo 2000 GT to lead Group 
1 for part of the rally only to lose four places 
when those two stages were scrubbed. He still 
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Colin Malkin with Brian Coyle finished sixth after a brilliant drive. 


finished 11th overall and second in Group 1 
ahead of Andy Dawson/Andy Marriot in their 
own, Avon-shod Avenger. 


Paul Faulkner/Monty Peters went extremely 
well but steadied up in the later stages to 
finish eighth overall with their private Escort 
RS just ahead of Nigel Rockey/Paul White 
who were driving their Escort RS prize from 
the Mexico championship. Completing the 
top ten was the Porsche Carrera RS of Marek 
Gierowski/Mike Nicholson who brought their 
powerful ex-works beast through the rally 
with a minimum of fuss. 


Among those who did not finish but whose 
driving deserves a mention were Tony 

Fowkes/Brian Harris and Jeff Churchill/Roger 
Jones who kept their Escorts in the van of the 
leaders until not long after the halfway point 
of the rally when both suffered from trans- 
mission failures. Chris Sclater/Martin Holmes 
were also getting their works Datsun 260Z 
to motor well after a little initial sorting of 
the brakes and were up to sixth overall be 
fore the engine expired. Barry Lee/Jon Gittins 
in the Centre Hotels Escort RS were also 
unfortunate enough bo retire with transmission 
failure just as they were starting to improve 
their position, but the saddest story must 
be that of Per-Inge Walfridsson/John Jensen 
who had ‘the camshaft break on their Volvo 
142S on the last stage but one while lying 
fourth. Next saddest story of the rally con- 
cerned Jimmy Rae/Mike Malcolm who lost 
eight minutes on the road through on error 
and consequently dropped out of the top ten 
places where their stage times should have 
firmly placed them in the Kleber-Wheelbase 
Escort RS. 

The rally was as good as in previous years 
which also means that it had as many bad 
points as well. The stages generally were well 
organised but timing errors caused far more 
problems than they should and these can be 
equally blamed on the bad weather, diffi- 
cult to read clocks and inexperienced mar- 
shals. The fatigue which many people see as 
an integral part of the Welsh Rally brought 
its own problems when competitors and 
organisers were so tired on the Sunday 
that few of them could add the same 
column of figures twice and get the 
same answer, The results team worked very 
well under the circumstances but there is 
little doubt that they deserve either a more 
compact rally or a rest halt. In the rally’s 
favour, the stages were well conceived and 
with one or two exceptions well organised 
and arrowed. Despite the short time in which 
the final planning for the rally had been 
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done, everything went off smoothly which 
is much to the credit of John Williams and 
his wife, Viv. 

The start, finish and headquarters of the 
rally were again at the Knap in Barry outside 
Cardiff and it was outside the Water's Edge 
Hotel. on Friday evening that last year’s 
winners, Roger Clark/Jim Porter led the 
field off in their Esso Uniflo Escort RS, The 
rally was blessed with an excellent entry as 
detailed in AurosporT last week but there 
were a few inevitable non-starters. Tony 
McMahon was spectating as Curt Neskyla 
had phoned from Sweden to say that he had 
had an accident with his BMW 2002 and 
would not be coming while John Haughland 
failed to make an appearance with his Nor- 
wegian Skoda. 

The first stage of the rally took place in 
Brechfa several hours after the start and here 
conditions set the pattern for the rally with 
rain and wind making the going slippery. 
Brechfa was also somewhat overgrown and 
Marek Gierowski in the Autofarm Porsche 
Carrera found to his cost that gorse bushes 
can knock the master switch off as well 
as the human hand. Four times Mike Nicholson 
had to descent tg switch it on again. Also 
unhappy but for a different reason was Chris 
Sclater in the ex-works Datsun GB 260Z. 
He had tried disc brakes on this car after it 
had been returned from Portugual but had 
not had all the parts to make them work 
properly so he had reverted to drum brakes 
for the Welsh. As an experiment, he tried 
Ferodo VG 95 linings instead of the normal 
Japanese variety and they seemed to work 
well but were not correctly adjusted and the 
narrow Brechfa stage was not the place for 
heroics. Tony Fall was also worried about the 
suspension on his Ascona which was down on 
one side at the rear of the car. He subse- 
quently discovered that that was the correct 
ride height and after a few stages, the other 
side descended to the same level and the 
car started to handle really well. Neither he 
nor Russell Brookes could get the hang of the 
Asconas to start with as they both tended 
to hang on too well at the rear end and it 
was only when they discovered that entry 
into a corner had to always be too fast that 
things started to go better. Fall's car in- 
cidentally was powered by a 170 bhp push- 
rod engine with inlet and exhaust on the same 
side and not with a cross-flow as was 
rumoured. 

Fastest on the stage was Markku Alén a 
clear eight seconds ahead of Jeff Churchill, 
then Coleman and Pond before Roger Clark 
whose engine was already feeling a trifle 
peculiar. Both he and Alén had old engines 
and Clark’s was actually the one with which 
he had driven the RAC Rally in the same car 
while Alén's had just had a once over since 
the Arctic Rally in February. The rally lost 
Frank Pierson/Colin Francis on this stage 
when he tried to jiggle the car round a 
puddle on the inside of an uphill right-hander. 
The Escort jumped out of the ruts and popped 
neatly over the edge where it stayed for 
ten hours until Pierson walked out of the 
stage and got a four-wheel drive Forestry 
Commission tractor to pull him out. He and 
Francis had little companionship during their 
vigit except from the crew of a Firenza 
which went off on the hairpin of the road 
above them. Barry Lee lost twenty seconds 
when he too dropped a wheel in a ditch after 
coming out of the ruts but most of the lost 
time was due to the engine stalling. Billy 
Coleman, though well pleased with his car, 
was occasionally short of first gear and 
until his mechanics had located and fixed 
the little bolt that was preventing it from 
being engaged, he was having to make, do 
without. Kevin Videan driving his own Dat- 
sun 240Z with assistance from Old Woking 
was using an engine with fuel injection and 
this gave certain problems which he spent 
most of the first night sorting out. When he 
did, the car went very well indeed as anyone 
who was at the Lilandow circuit would bear 
out. The Team Robert Moss Escort TC of 
Richard Wooldridge/Duncan Spence had 
similar problems to Gierowski in that their 
car cut out twice on- Brechfa but in this case 
it turned out to be a badly earthed petrol 
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Will Sparrow/Nigel Raeburn in typical attitude with the GI Vauxhall Firenza. 


pump and once it was cured, they had no 
recurrence of the problem. They did however 
spring an oil leak shortly afterwards and were 
forced to by-pass the cooler and run without it 
for the rest of the rally. 


Per-Inge Walfridsson/John Jensen were a 
bit demoralised to start with as they had not 
managed to get many Dunlop MS 35s in their 
fifteen inch Volvo size and realised that for 
most of the rally they would have to use 
SP 44 of a very ordinary kind, The engine 
too was more highly tuned than usual and 
Per was having difficulty getting used to keep- 
ing the revs higher. They didn’t feature in 
the first stage but soon regularlly appeared 
in the top ten. 


The second stage was the forest of Aeron 
above the village of Farmers where Alén 
was again fastest and Coleman moved up 
into second place ahead of Churchill. In the 
ford after the stage, the water was so swol- 
len by rain that many cars stalled out in it 
including the Alfa Romeo of Airikkala/Jolley. 
This inundation was to be repeated shortly 
on the second of the two Eppynt tests when 
the radiator sprung a leak after the fan had 
clouted it landing from a jump and sprayed 
the already wet engine with more water. 
Somehow they got off Eppynt and repaired 
the leak. To return to the first Eppynt test 


me 


which went south from Tirabad, there was 
plenty of drama here for not only was the 
finish line too close to the stop line which 
caused several accidents not least of which 
involved an Escort which hit a Mini and rolled, 
writing itself off in the process, but the timing 
was haywire. 

Faulkner was credited with 5 m 39 s, Tony 
Fowkes with 6 m 07 s and Colin Malkin with 
6 m 02 s while fastest car was actually Alén 
with 6 m 51 s. It was this that led eventually 
to the stage being scrubbed but for the major- 
ity of the rally, results were being circulated 
based on those times which made it difficult 
to ascertain what the real position was behind 
the leader. On Eppynt 2, the fateful left-hand 
bend that used to be called ‘“ Grimshaw’s 
corner" following that gentlemans accident 
there, collected its usual toll of victims. Jan 
Churchill/John Taylor found their resting place 
in a Ford Mexico and in fact were hit by 
Colin Mock’s Escort 2000 as they were getting 
back up to the road and this decided them to 
call it a day. In fact, a spectator was collected 
by Mocks Escort in the fracas but no one 
seems to have been gravely hurt. Malcolm 
Stuart/Paul Copner also went off there and 
broke an anti-roll bar mounting on their 
Escort but continued albeit with somewhat 
deranged steering. Jimmy Rae in the Kleber- 
Wheelbase car had problems with is lighting

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system and had to fiddle constantly with the 
main cut-out switch to keep his car going. 
Later in the rally the affliction was localised 
to the interior lights and most of the last 
night was done in pitch darkness within the 
car. 

In‘the heavy rain, Alén made very good time 
to record 9 m 18 s which was well under the 
bogy time of 10 m 00 s with only Roger 
Clark and Billy Coleman getting under the ten 
minute barrier. Adrian Boyd lost a disc brake 
from the front of his ex-works Escort during 
the test and got the car to the finish of the 
stage only to discover that the front wheel 
bearing had collapsed. The Lombard and 
Ulster service car came back to him and Fred 
Gallacher and fixed it but it all took time and 
the Irishman had to take twenty-six minutes 
road penalty. Another victim of Grimshaw’'s 
corner was Laurie Richards in the Sky Petro- 
feum Escort RS and the team was soon to 
lose its other member when Linda Jackson/ 
Pauline Gullick had an oil union break on their 
RS 1600 and were forced to retire. 

There were just three stages now before 
breakfast at Llandrindod Wells and the posi- 
tions did not change very much, Jeff Churchill 
was cursing himself for not having used racers 
on Eppynt while Roger Clark was looking 
ruefully at the water coming out of his exhaust 
and wondering how long his rally was going 
to last. In fact he retired shortly afterwards, 
deciding that there was no point to drive the 
engine until it was wrecked. 

Once daylight came, the rally really took to 
the hills and visited such stages as Myherin 
and Taliesin via the scenic dam roads that 
are such a feature of this part of Wales. The 
weather continued as if it were April with 
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/Harper Birmingham Post Dolomite. 


bright periods interrupted with heavy showers 
but the rally continued unabated with Alén 
slowly increasing his lead and now with 
Clark out, trying to take no chances of losing 
it. Following Machynnleth, the stage in Pant- 
perthog had to be cancelled because the roads 
were not in fit condition for rallying which 
meant that the rally had to go straight to the 
other side of the valley for the two Dovey 
stages. Here Coleman and Alén both cleaned 
the first stage only a second apart while 
Sclater with the Datsun pulled up another 
four places to lie sixth behind the leading 
Fords. However, on the very next stage he 
had the big beast stick in first gear and had 
to try to drive out without over revving the 
engine. He almost made it-but just before the 
end of the test, the six cylinder engine let go 
a connecting rod which broke the gudgeon 
pin and the big end and exited through the 
block to be found afterwards on the sump 
guard, This stage too was the end for Boyd/ 
Gallacher as their gearbox lost synchromesh 
on second and third and rather than continue 
only to break it, they decided that with so 
much road penalty the best thing was to 
retire. Tony Fowkes brought an excellent run 
to an end with his Cables and Compcnents 
Escort RS still with a small engine when his 
gearbox failed and he was unable to change it 
in time to continue. Also in gearbox trouble 
was Will Sparrow who stopped after this test 
to change his gearbox which was practically 
the only trouble he had on the whole rally. 
George HiN was going like a train in the 
Group 2 Firenza and with new oil ways in the 
differential and an oil reservoir for it as well, 
the car was giving no trouble. The Dolomite 
of John Bloxham/Richard Harper sponsored

by the Birmingham Post and having its debut 
on this rally was going well but suffering 
from a declivity of the front suspension which 
had to be changed twice to prevent the sump 
guard from getting removed on stones and 
the like. Malkin’s Avenger too was not too 
happy about the rear suspension as the speci- 
fication of the shock absorbers supplied to it 
had been arbitrarily changed since the testing 
session at Bagshot and it was not until old 
ones had been fitted that the car went well 
again. 

Coed-y-Brenin was quite rough and Paul 
Faulkner suffered two rear punctures which 
he had to drive out on as he was only carry- 
ing one spare wheel. Alén really flew here to 
open out his lead quite considerably and when 
it was clear that no one was challenging him 
hard he relaxed the pressure somewhat. In 
Clocaenog’s three stages, Coleman came a 
little closer but Tony Fall dropped back a 
little after failing to negotiate a left-hander 
that had claimed Per Eklund two RAC Rallies 
ago, John Jago/Colin Green in the Team 
Robert Moss Escort GT 1300 also went off 
but on the subsequent stage where they bent 
their propellor shaft which had to be changed 
after the test by the service car. Dyfnant was 
the next stage where the Pinborough Motors 
Skoda of Rowland/Cooper spent some time 
off the road while Kyosti Hamalainen/Timo 
Jouhki had the radius rod mounting break on 
their Alfa Romeo 2000 GT and lost a bit of 
time on the test and had to stop a long time 
for repairs afterwards. 


It was almost dark now as the rally 
approached Hafren for the longest stage of 
the rally. One rather silly thing here was that 
the maximum penalty for any stage was 
twenty minutes and there were few cars that 
got under eighteen minutes so the majority 
of cars could just have toddled round the 
stage for the same penalty as if they were 
trying. Alén, Malkin, Coleman, Fall, Airikkala 
and Pond were the ones under 18 m 00 s but 
it was to no avail as the stage was later 
scrubbed due to the marshal closing the stage 
before the last cars had passed through. This 
was lucky for Waldfridsson who went off on 
a nasty left-hander just by a hut. When he 
looked around he found a tractor for which 
his co-driver, John Jensen found that he had 
a key. He started it up and got a local 
spectator to drive it and they were only a 
couple of minutes off before continuing, leav- 
ing the local sitting on a diesel tractor that 
was still running! This was to later cars’ 
advantage for, like Jimmy Rae who dropped a 
wheel in the ditch and got stuck, the tractor 
was still working and pulled them out as well. 
The rally lost Jeff Churchill just before this 
when his clutch exploded and brought a very 
fast run to an end, Barry Lee was also in 
transmission problems as his gearbox had 
developed a slip in all gears which he attri- 
buted to fifth gear coming loose on the end of 
the shaft. However, Clarke and Simpson had 
already changed a gearbox on Jill Robinson/ 
Dilys Rogers car and though they had another 
one it was not at the service car where Lee 
needed it and thus he too had to retire. 

The cars were now back at Eppynt again 
but before it disaster befell Jimmy Rae/Mike 
Malcolm who, tired-out like most of the 
crews, fell asleep in their car at the Prynne’s 
control and booked into the contro] sixteen 
minutes late which, adjusted for delay, cost 
them eight road minutes and six places overall. 
Eppynt fortunately was dry and Alén roared 
away on the first one—now shortened to avoid 
accidents—to make sure of his lead before 
going to the last four stages in the Forest of 
Dean. As before, the second Eppynt stage was 
easily on and even more cars cleaned it in dry 
conditions. Will Sparrow went remarkably well 
on Eppynt and it could safely be said that his 
times here clinched the Group 1 category 
victory over Airikkala. The Finn was a bit 
unhappy about so many tarmac stages being 
in the rally and the final straw was the race 
at Llandow where he wanted to know “if all 
those people have paid to come and see us 
race, why don’t we get a share?” 

The Forest of Dean was supposed to be 
just four simple stages at the end of a long 
arduous rally but they turned out to be some-

thing of an eye-opener, especially the last one. 
Marek Gierowski who had gone well through- 
out the nally made his last bid here and 
with all ithe 2.7 litre power on the Dean’s 
straights did some very good times and 
assured himself of a place in the top ten 
finishers. Mike Hinde/Martin Stephens who 
had been involved in a rally-long dice with 
David and Les Cowan for the class 2 victory 
finally solved it by inverting his Peugeot 304 
S on the very last stage. The Cowans had 
a well deserved victory however, for despite 
losing their hydrolastic suspension early in 
the rally they had kept with a minute of the 
Peugeot, normally ahead of it, and brought 
the car home in one piece. Rick Farrington 
also plonked his Escort into the same hole as 
Hinde but its first occupant had been Inur- 
reita/Gray in the Escort 2000 and it seems 
that there was never long without a car in it. 

Colin Malkin damaged a strut on that last 
stage but more serious for Chrysler was the 
demise, virtually on the finish line, of the 
Avenger driven by Robin Eyre-Maunsell/Neil 
Wilson which was not only doing well in 
Group 1 but was about to help them clinch 
the team award which now went to the Opel 
team. Tony Drummond/Derek Richards 
brought a good rally to an end when an oil 
pipe came adrift and their Escort’s engine 
seized of dry thirst. Perhaps saddest of all 
was the expiration due to a broken camshaft 
of Walfridsson’s Volvo on the last stage but 
one when he had pulled up to within the 
top five due to some very good times on the 
last night. Alén was worried about the rate 
with which his engine was consuming oil and 
drove slowly back to Barry with a fog trail- 
ing behind him. 

The cars started coming into 'the finish from 
half-past seven onwards with only two police- 
men, a woman and her dog to welcome them. 
The reception was a bit better later on when 
a good crowd braved the chill weather and 
turned up at Liandow to watch the boys do 
ten laps each for a separate prize and nothing 
to do with the rally. However, to qualify as 
a finisher, one had to start the race so Tony 
Fall hit the panic button when his fuel pump 
blew up on ithe way from Barry to the circuit 
and he had to get another fitted double-quick. 
Many cars just started the race and did one 
lap slowly before pulling in but, for the rest, 
it was an exuberant performance with Billy 
Coleman taking the fastest time with a car 
that sounded as neat as it was driven. Alén 
certainly gave the spectators good value by 
two-wheeling it frequently but with the 
engine by now burning oil as much as petrol, 
he did well to finish seventh in his second 
ever appearance on a race circuit.

Back at ithe finish in the afternoon, it soon 
became evident that all was not well with the 
results and especially with some of the stages

not for others. In addition there were many 
examples of cars going faster than the bogy 
time and yet being credited with their actual 
time instead of the bogey. By the itime that 
all this had been sorted out and several pro- 
tests heard, the TV and radio people had 


gone off to their programmes and a much 
depleted crowd comprising mainly the prize- 
winners themselves saw the prizegiving some- 
time about seven o'clock. Fatigue in all 
quarters is for what the Welsh Rally of 1974 
will be best remembered, though a circula- 
tion of a questionnaire to competitors about 
a possible change of format for 1975 shows 
that the organisers are at last aware that a 
problem exists. For all that, it is still an 
excellent rally and long may it have a full 
entry list.

motor sport involvement

. . . from these beautiful 
premises’ situated on the 
sunnyside of the cultural capital 
of the North (Bradford) we 
bring you DOT—no, not the 
lavatory cleanser but something 
all new, bright blue, bright 
yellow and on wheels; the Opel 


Dealer Team. 


This is Tony Fall Automotive, operating from 
the underfloor heated workshops and offices of 
an ex-jukebox manufacturer. Thirty-four-year- 
old international rally driver Tony Fall has 
masterminded the whole operation in the 
space of five months; from the conception 
of the idea to having Peter Hanson’s race car 
on the starting grid. 


It all started during a conversation in 
October last year between Tony Fall and 
Opel’s Helmuth Bein. Consultation with 
George Hunt of General Motors (London) 
and Charlie Hodgeman followed and it was 
decided that a professionally handled Opel 
motor sporting involvement in Britain was 
on the cards, with a policy for more exposure 
of this nature. Consequently a dealer com- 
mittee was made up from the nine areas which 
Opel divides our country into. Tony Fall not 
only had the experience necessary to run the 
operation, he could also provide more or less 
instant premises and, of course, like any 
accomplished rally man, he knows all the 
right contacts. 

The place ail the Opel pulsations are 
emanating from is Baildon, near Bradford, 
MR: 96,168398—if you are going there 
and don't wish to spend half a day trying 
to locate. In fact, the location of Tony Fall 
Automotive is well nigh perfect, positioned 
mid-country so as it’s not too far to trail 
race or rally cars to any other part and is 
also within 15m drive from the M606, giving 
access to, practically, the whole motorway 
system. The workshops/offices now appear 
resplendent with fresh paint, new carpets — 
all comforts and mod cons. There is room,

too, for an extension which is planned for 
some time next year. The modifications anti- 
cipated are for a main first floor workshops 
for overall car preparation with lifts to the 
floor beneath which will be a fully equipped 
machine shop. Fall already operates an im- 
pressive looking Guyson sandblaster service 
from the basement floor and he will continue 
to be personally sponsored by Guyson Inter- 
national. 

Surprisingly, only six people are involved 
to run the operation at the present time. Fall 
can boast of having two exceptionally well 
qualified mechanics with Alan Clegg and

his 1969 championship year with Matra. 
Martin Johnson is more for the rally cars, 
having experience for building rally Opels in 
Sweden. A team isn’t a team either, without 
a Finn somewhere or other. DOT has a Finn 
— Tiit Toomsalu, an ex-Vauxhall parts man- 
ager in charge of the Sportpart operation. At 
the moment well over £10,000 worth of per- 
formance parts for Opels are carried and this 
figure is certain to keep going up as the Gl 
Ascona “instant-rally cars” are built. The 
stores are divided with two outlets, one for 
all DOT requirements the other for Tony 
Fall Automotive, -supplying the needs of all 
Britain's Opel Sportpart dealers. 

A measure of the professionalism of this 
team is their record with the GS/E Com- 
modore which was on the grid for the first 
Castrol/RAC G1 race of the Championship 
at Mallory on Sunday, March 10. The car 
managed second in class first time out, which 
is all the more creditable considering the 
team had just three weeks beforehand since 
the contract was signed to prepare from 
scratch. Now some design work for the team 
is handled by Ralph Broad and another 
20 bhp is expected soon and Alan Clegg is 
confident in the detail improvement of many 
more aspects. The car still has a power/ 
weight/size disadvantage — but G1 is proving 
to be a tremendously interesting practical ex- 
ercise — slide rule theories are taking the 
back seat. 
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DOT’s rally involvement has, of course, 
suffered from the fate of the ban but Tony 
is expecting some fireworks later in the 
year. At the time of Autosport’s visit Fall's 
ex-Sweden car which he first sampled by 
giving it a drive on the TAP (all went 
smoothly until a bolt dropped off a front 
lower control arm) was in so many component 
pieces before a build for the Welsh Rally 
last weekend, and DOT’s other contracted 
driver, coming man Russell Brookes, would 
have been hard pressed to keep cool after 
seeing his Gl car. Fall pointed out the car: 
“There's the shell over in the paint shop. 
Ah, there are the springs— see, under that 
table and the shockers should be on the back 
of that shelf.” Tony will be driving his G2 
car this year on as many home events as pos- 
sible in the RAC Championship series. Russell 
Brookes has the Castrol/AUTOSPORT series to 
keep him busy with the Gl car; regrettably 
they missed the Tour of Lincs with the car 
but it’s now “go” for the rest of the season. 

DOT will also be tackling one or two other 
events this year, notably the Tour of Britain 
with three cars. Two of the vehicles will be 
GS/Es for Peter Hanson and Tony Fall — 
effectively providing the right sort of driver 
whether it be a race or a rally, and there's 
a sound argument about that. The third car 
is for Russell Brookes (sorry — it’s Gl again) 
and of only 1600 cc, with an Ascona to fit 
within the desired price range. A little plan 
up the team’s communal sleeve is to enter 
the Spa 24 Hours with the best car from the 
Tour for Peter Hanson with an as yet unnamed 
partner (not Mr Fall). 

Another acquisition for the team is a most 
impressive-looking Opel “ Blitz” truck which 
is being fully fitted out as a mobile work- 
shop, stores and high speed tow wagon. The 
shelving inside is designed to accept palletised 
parts boxes and the change from race car . a 
transporter to rally service barge is managed De x s c

“Do you remember that milk float at Kya- 
lami . ... " “and after Indianapolis we had 
a very good party... .” “.. . well at Pau 
we were virtually booked in to the local 
brothel. . . .” “ . . . and suddenly in he 
walked banging this drum, normally the 
quietest team manager you could 
imagine. . . .’ When two former mechanics 
get together over a jar or two,.the memories 
come flooding back of those normally post- 
race festivities, not necessarily of the long 
grinds across Europe and the all-night rebuild- 
ing sessions. But the two mechanics concerned 
have come together over something else and 
made it into one of the most important fabri- 
cating businesses in Formula One. Bob ‘Buck- 
shott’ Sparshott and John ‘Ace’ Woodington 
are the two men behind B and S Fabrications 
of Luton, a firm that seems to do all the really 
tricky fabricating jobs that no one else wants 
to do, the oif tanks with pipes running 
through them yet still needing to be one of 
the most strongest parts in a Formula One 
car as it is so vulnerable, wishbones, equally 
important and of course, tubs etc. Bob and 
Ace are equally well known for being the 
men behind Space Racing who have run, over 
the past two seasons, Brett Lunger in For- 
mula Two and the Stockbroker Special, the 
March for Mike Beuttler in Formula One. In 
fact this year is the first that they haven’t 
entered anyone in racing, and they still have 
a desire to be in on the action. 

Bob Sparshott and Ace Woodington didnt 
get together in any sort of way until Sep- 
tember 1972, although Space Racing had been 
in existence since early March of that year. 
Prior to this, their paths were fairly differemt 
although finally, both became mechanics with 
various teams. Sparshott, in fact, joined 
Lotus from school with a pass in accoun- 
tancy and became an office assistant, but 
intent on joining the racing side. This he did, 
working firstly on Elites, then Cortinas and 
finally working in Formula One and also on 
the Indianapolis cars. Sparshott finally left 
Lotus after 12 years in 1970. 

Meanwhile, he had built up his own ‘mini’ 
Lotus 49, known as the Spartan for racing in 
Formula Four. It was almost certainly the 
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first monocoque Formula Four car, and with 
this reputation, he started building up parts 
for people in the garage where the Spartan 
was built. Then came @ contract ito build bits 
for Huron, and as Bob says “I thought I was 
made.” Then came the problems. While Bob 
was being paid fairly regularly for a while, 
he suddenly ran into cash problems as Huron 
did the same. Fortunately Bob was paid off 
before the whole thing went bust, but mean- 
while Lotus discovered that B and S were 
able to make the parts that they were having 
trouble making themselves. So from new pre- 
mises behind Bangladesh Stores in Luton, 
no less, they continued doing uprights and 
suspensicn parts, work which has since grown 
to become 30 per cent of B and S business. 
For 1971, Bob Sparshox and one mechanic 
looked after the Clarke, Mordaunt, Guthrie 
March for Mike Beuttler’s Formula One 
effort and when 1972 came along it looked 
as though the same thing would happen 
again, except by this time John Woodington 
had hove in on the scene, possibly looking 
after a Formula Two March, and hence Spar- 
shott-Ace Racing, known as Space Racing, 
came about. 

John Woodington first became an engineer- 
ing apprentice upon leaving school, but very 
shortly after he went into insurance, at one 
time working with Vic Elford. Meanwhile, he 
was marshalling with the BRSCC in his spare 
time, and in fact won the Hawkes Trophy 
some years ago. Then he wem to Canada 
selling fan belts, and upon returning to this 
country decided that this place was really 
in motor racing, so in 1966 he joined Mini 
Jem. In 1968 he became the ‘helping lad’ 
with Escudiera National, the Spanish F2 team 
running Lolas for Alex Solar Roig and Jorge 
Bagration, but after one race he became the 
one and only mechanic, a situation that lasted 
for half the season when he went to work 
for Frank Williams running one Sam Brown in 
F2, which had a soggy period when the good 
Mr Brown went into the lake at Enna. In 
1969 he worked for Bob Gerrard, but the 
testing accident which took the life of Chris 
Williams dampened his spirit considerably 
and he went ¢o work in tthe Alan Mann 
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Racing shop. Following a spell working for 
Trojans, “the call came from the mighty 
chicken at Bicester early in 1970" and Ace 
went off to see the beginnings of March. 

At the end of the 1971 season he and 
Alan Rees left to run the March F2 teams on 
a rent-a-deal basis, and as the season came 
closer, things still weren’t moving, and Wood- 
ington felt that if they could do it, so could 
he, and with help from Sparshott, Space 
Racing came into being six days before the 
start of a brand new season, running brand 
new engines. Brett Lunger was the driver; 
‘March was the car, and the engines new but 
the season was disastrous. The 722 wasn’t 
good enough and nor were the engines. They 
picked up two championship points and felt 
they spent a season dicing at the back of the 
fields. 

Meanwhile, the Beuttler deal was run by 
Bob Sparshott, and for Spain they towed a 
brand new car down which had been built 
up in a week. This of course was the original 
721G, and although it wasn’t run et Spain, 
it came eleventh in the wet at Monaco, while 
the works ran 721Xs. The car in fact became 
a travelling test bed for March and ended up 
doing quite well in the United States. 

The year also saw Space and B and S 
move from behind Bangladesh stores to new 
premises on a Luton trading estate which they 
currently occupy. The staff had risen to seven 
with a welder and four others with Ronnie 
Chappell, an ex-Lotus fabricator, running the

business when Bob and Ace were away look- 
ing after their respective teams. So it was 
that at ithe end of 1972, the whole business 
came down to involving two partners, Ace 
and Bob who were both running the two 
businesses. 

For 1973, B and S and Space had things 
well worked out in advance. The plan was 
that they could afford to take in and run one 
Formula One car, and two Formula Twos, 
using up two thirds of the space in the 
premises, with the other third being used 
for fabricating. But despite their forward 
planning, as so often happens in motar racing, 
other things were not so well planned, and 
when the season was only weeks away, they 
realised that the only car ithey were going 
to get was Mike Beuttler’s Fl March. So 
there was quite a lot of space available which 
they filled with yet more fabricating. But that 
wasn't as simple as it sounds. The two 
makes involved were GRD and Surtees but 
the Surtees work turned. out to be disastrous 
and the GRD work was production runs 
which simply didn’t suit the firm. It cost B 
and S a lot of money from which they 
wouldn't have recovered a year before, and 
when Team Hesketh asked if Space would 
run the Formula One Surtees, the partners 
said no and were fortunate in atitracting 
fabricating work from Gulf in the form of 
wishbones, Brabhams, and more from Lotus. 
However, when Monaco came around, there 
was the Hesketh team with a Formula One

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March, complaining that they had nowhere 
to base it so some of tthe space went over 60 
the March and it was run from the Space pre- 
mises for the whole of the 1973 season. 

Space’s own season was almost the most 
successful of the venture. Mike Beuttler had 
seven finishes out of 15 starts of which the 
best was a seventh place. A point that is 
worth mentioning is that he was never headed 
by the works, who were classified as finishers 
twice in the season. By the end of the 
season, plans were already being drawn up 
for the Hesketh car by draughtsmen using 
the drawing board at Luton, and soon the 
parts were being made. On the strength of 
their ‘finst’ ituh, B and S went out and bought 
various machines including a lathe, and hired 
an ex-Vauxhall man to do the turning. At 
Christmas, there was still a space for Space 
racing at the Luton premises, and the men 
from B and S had mentioned to Ralph Clarke 
that they would be doing much of tthe work 
on the Fl Hesketh and that perhaps he 
could do worse than to buy one. However, 
what with the fact that ithe car was entirely 
new and could go either way, good or bad, 
and the subsequent collapse of the Stock 
Exchange, the Stock Broker Special was not 
going to make its presence felt in the 1974 
season. 

Sadly, therefore, this year, Space Racing 
are not on the grids in any form apart from 
customer’s cars, It's something that both 
partners, Bob and Ace, regret, because they 
feel that they have to see what is happening 
to itheir products, quite apart from ‘the fact 
that racing is undoubtedly in their blood. 
Perhaps an unfortunate point about their 
‘feedback’ principle is that they cannot get 
recognition as trade suppliers, whereas such 
firms as Champion, Ferodo etc all received 
passes for their men to visit the pits at GPs, 
such people as B and S who really do matter 
in their own very specialised business, but 
charge for their services, are unable to get to 
the people that really matter, such as the 
designers, when it matters. Consequently, B 
and S have taken a bock grandstand book- 
ing for this year’s Grand Prix, merely to 
show all their employees what exactly hap- 
pens ito their products, the stresses to which 
they are subjected, and the speeds at which 
GP drivers travel and give an idea as to what 
could happen through bad and careless 
workmanship. 

Which really brings one back to square one. 
The work carried out by B and S is some of 
the most difficult and detailed that has to be

of their own work, came up with part of an 
oil tank that needed welding with one of B 
and S’ special torches that welds round 
comers, as their own equipment wasnt up 


plants, they also have recently bought a milling 
machine and they can also do nickel bronze 


engineering work, although with the milling 
machine, they're getting more into this part 
of the business. They’ve just finished the 
third Hesketh tub, the first tub they ever 
made was for Hesketh, and they've recently 
finished their first ever tub for Frank Wil- 
tiams, who has formerly made his own. B and 
S have also done a smail amount of work for 
March and have done framework for Shadows. 
They've also dome odd jobs for McLarens. 
On their own behalf, they make a quick lift 
jack which folds down to ljin height, and 
about thirty or so are currently in use in the 
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Ace Woodington peruses a Hesketh tub which 
they have now completed in Luton. 


upper echelons of motor racing, while another 
five are currently on the stocks at Luton 
ready for sale. It’s interesting to note that 
these quick lift jacks are of an incredibly 
high standard of manufacture, which just 
reflects the excellent workmanship that goes 
into all the work that comes out of B and S 
whether of tremendous, safety importance, 
or just something fairly simply like a jack 
which is unlikely to cost someone their life 
should it break, but still has the same care 
and workmanship involved. 

Perhaps of lesser importance than their 
Latus/Hesketh jobs, but still showing a high 
standard, is work for David Howes Mators, 
who last year entered an AMC Javelin in G2, 
and who this year has entered the World 
Cup Rally with two Cherokee Jeeps from 
Canada. Some work is also done for Mantin 
Wade Engineering, while they are also the 
only people in the area to steelite filling, 
which is filling in worn pressed tools when 
they are no longer accurate. Add to that a 
contract to mend anything that breaks at the 
local swimming baths and you have the extent 
of their operations. 

However, there's no reason for B and S to 


stop there, for they're entirely willing to do 
all kinds of jobs, providing they’re not mass 
production jobs, and providing that the people 
concerned are willing to pay a standard 
hourly rate of £2.85, which seems very reason- 
able. A job coming up soon is that of a 
Bugatti Brescia fuel tank made in copper. 
They've got the idea that this was probably 
made by a 50 year old Italian about 50 years 
ego, so now, as John Woodington explains 
“we'ne looking for a 100 year old Italian which 
might be quite difficult, especially if he’s to 
make a copper fuel tank.” They never actually 
turn anyone away, but this is often quite 
difficult, with the hairbrained people of the 
lower echelons of motor racing, and becoming 
involved in some of the ideas that come from 
across the Atlantic. However, they're happy 
to work in mild steel, chrome moly, stainless 
steel, copper and aluminium and its alloys. 
They've never had ito do anything in titanium, 
but reckon there wouldn't be much problem 
in ithe metal, while they've never had to 
work in magnesium. 

Each part made by B and S is preceeded 
by a very detailed drawing which a skilled 
sheet steel worker can interpret and make up 
the right pieces of aluminium sheet or mould 
the right pieces of metal around wood moulds. 
Such moulding can have problems in that it 
has to incorporate as much strength as pos- 
sible, and B and S have methods such as 
simply turning over the flanges of metal prior 
to welding, which will add as much strength 
as the simple act of welding. B and S employ 
eight sheet metal workers, two welders, two 
machinists, as well as the two directors, part 
time secretary and apprentice. 

Quality control in making such vital parts 
is something that often comes under fire in 
his sort of business, but B and S are accutely 
aware of this, and they've tried to institute 
their own system, hopefully employing an 
inspector of their own ithis year. Lotus have 


- their own inspector, and everything is very 


accurately scrutinised, and indeed, the part- 
ners of B and S have benefited from this 
scrutiny for they have taken over trade which 
others have found too much. To spend a bat 
of time carefully fabricating something at 
vast expense, and then to have it chucked 
back as being inaccurate can be very galling. 
Some firms just give up and try work that 
doesn't require such detail, others try harder 
to have less work rejected. B and S are the 
latter.

SNETTERTON 


Morgan’s narrow victory

The BARC undertook a massive nine-race programme at Snetterton on Sunday and, despite 
having started at 2.15, finished the entire meeting before six which meant really snappy enter- 
tainment for the quite reasonable crowd which turned up in cloudy but warm weather. The 
nine races resulted in lots of incidents but also good racing. Richard Morgan, well recovered 
from his Oulton Park accident took a very exciting Wella for Men Formula Ford round by 
about 2 ft from Rupert Keegan, whilst in the Triplex round Malcolm West pulled out no more 
than two lengths throughout the entire race on second man Brian Pepper, although the latter 
never quite managed to get his Camaro’s nose in front. The other races were mainly well 
supported, although it was perhaps unwise to run a Tricentrol Sports GT round on the same 
weekend as the Martini as this meant a very thin field at Snetterton. 


Event one comprised a round of the Blue 
Circle modsports championship, with the usual 
quality but without the Ferrari Daytona nor, 
sadly, Nick Faure's Porsche Carrera which 
appears to have been excluded from racing for 
a technical reason. John Pearson, who still 
hasn't sold his Jaguar XK120 incidentally, 
practised 2s quicker than anyone else in the 
Victor Raysbrook Elan so he could be ex- 
pected to dominate proceedings which he 
duly did. Fellow front row man Bob Jarvis 
(1.1 Davrian-Carter) took an early second 
place, but the third member of the front row, 
Jon Fletcher (1.8 Lotus Elan) was soon past 
into second,,which he was to hold through- 
out behind Pearson. Robin Gray's 3.5 Morgan 
Plus 8 looked a threat early on but spun on 
lap two at Sear, so battle for third was joined 
by Richard Jenvey's Elan, John Evans’ Elan, 
Guy Bedington’s 5.3 Jaguar E, Jarvis’ fleet 
Davrian, Christopher White's 4.7 TVR Tuscan 
and Ed Reeve's supercharged Midget, with Win 
Percy's excellent 2.4 Datsun Super Samuri 
bringing up the rear. Jenvey got himself fairly 
firmly into third by lap three only to have 
the engine start cutting out, so Evans took 
over third until the end, with White, Beding- 
ton and Jarvis, not on his usual form with a 
wetted plug, following. Percy unfortunately 
retired on lap three when a points heel 
broke so Ed Stephens’ TVR took the 2001 
to 3000 cc class, with White winning the big 
class and Jarvis taking the tiddlers from 
team-mate Pat Longhurst. 

There were so many Clubman's Super- 
sports that both classes had their own race 
over 10 laps, with any of the big class still 
not getting a race running with their smaller 
cousins. Vernon Davies took himself into an 
immediate and very firm lead in the big class 
race receiving help from an incident at Sear 
which delayed the field. Second after the 
first lap was Dick Mallock in Steve Russell's 
U2-Davron Mk 12/14 with Peter Cooke, from 
the front row with a downdraught Abbott- 
engined U2 Mk 14 but he was to depart 
shortly afterwards with “ problems too numer- 
ous to mention,” including braking, handling, 
etc. By lap two, John Davies was following 
his fellow Welshman, Vernon of that ilk, 
but Noel the Gryphon was charging through 
the field after a first lap moment and had 
taken John Davies by lap six, while his 
partner in business, Barry “ Catchpole” Foley, 
was also doing the same thing from a lowly 


grid position following a blown header tank 
in practice and was soon chasing Frank 
Sytner’s U2-Holbay Mk 12/15 for third. A 
lap later, Foley took the position which is 
where he was to finish, behind partner Noel 
who seemed to be reeling in Vernon Davies 
quite healthily and was only 1.4s away at 
the end. Dick Mallock retired when another 
head gasket blew early on. 

The two smaller saloon classes came out 
next for their thrash in the Esso Uniflo cham- 
pionship and John Homewood made no fuss 
of this one leading from start to finish in the 
Kent Messenger Imp. Peter Baldwin's 1.0 
Mini made a good and equally thoroughly 
annihilating job of following him throughout. 
Third was a different matter, although Peter 
Monkhouse pretty soon made sure it belonged 
to him, while behind him, private dices in- 
volved Brian Prebble’s 1.0 Imp and Alan 
Curnow’s 1.0 Mini and behind them Phil 
Spurling held off the class-winning Mini of 
Richard Belcher, with the 850 Imp of Roger 
Gill a further 4.2s away. 

The Forward Trust Formula 3 round was a 
little like 10 little nigger boys although there 
were actually 12 cars present. When the grid 


formed, there was no Brian Henton between 


poleman Alex Ribeiro and Buzz Buzaglo. 
Henton’s March-Holbay 743 had cut out at the 
end of the straight on the warming-up lap 
and then the starter had packed up. So 
Ribeiro, who estimates that he’s done around 
350 laps of the circuit, and hence has a right 
to sit on pole position took off into the lead 
from the Buzaglo Ippokampos March-Holbay 
743, but by first time round, Pedro Passadore 
(GRD-Novamotor 374) who lost fifth during 
practice was up to second, with Buzaglo third 
and the quintet being made up by the March 
number two Jose Chateaubriand and Tony 
Rouff’s GRD-Vegantune 373 which had had 
carburetter problems during practice. These 
five made quite a battle of it, with Ribeiro 
heading throughout but, by lap four of the 
10, Passadore had departed the scene with 
tyre trouble, and with a demon manoeuvre, 
Rouff was up into second to replace him. 
Buzaglo was the next to go with the car 
cutting out once and for all around Coram, so 
third was Chateaubriand’s, and into fourth 
came the dicing duo of Nick von Preussen 
and the second Ippokampos March of Indo- 
nesian driver Hany Wiano. However, with 
Wiano trying everything he knew to get by 
von Preussen, he overdid it at Russell on 
the last lap, leaving it mildly damaged by the 
pit barrier, so into fifth came Marcos Moraes’ 
elder brother Luis in the Team Brasil GRD- 
Holbay 374. Brian Henton and Tony Rouff, 
who was really catching Ribeiro at the end 
and put up the F3 lap record, now lead the 
championship with 18 points each, with 
Ribeiro, who was off to Monaco afterwards, 
on 14. 

Derrick Brunt actually seemed to lead the 
Triplex Production saloon car round for a 
couple of hundred yards, but by Riches, the 
Camaros of Malcolm West and Brian Pepper 
were joined together by their proverbial bit 
of string, which they were never to break. 
Behind them, Brunt headed four other cars: 
Martin Carroll's 3.0 Capri, Rex Greenslade’s 
London Car Radio Centre Vauxhall Magnum,

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round, but the order never changed. 


Zekia Redjep (keeping out of the way of 
Vauxhalls, and vice versa) and Stuart Rolt 
in Capris. Greenslade was the man to watch, 
and the former F1200 driver demoted Carroll 
three laps from the end, and set off after 
Brunt, whom he just failed to catch by 0.2s 
coming fourth overall. In the next class down, 
things got a mite hectic, with Messrs Syden- 
ham and Minshaw mixing it in more than 
a competitive sense, the Sydenham car taking 
the knocks but also the class win. A Minshaw 
protest about dangerous driving was thrown 
out with insufficient evidence. Tony Stubbs’ 
Moskvich took the cheapest class from Peter 
Jopp’s similar car. 

The remaining clubmen and Gregor Grant 
FF and 1.0 class came next, the big dis- 
appointment being Peter Froude’s non-starting 
engine on pole position. Brian Mitcham (1.0 
Mallock U2-Holbay Mk 8/11X) took full 
advantage of the non-start and pulled into a 
substantial lead, over Charles Tippet’s Tappet 
U2-Lucas Mk 11 and Alex Ferrada’s 1.6 FF 
U2-Davron Mk 14, with Ruari Gilles’ Gryphon 
from the big class mixing it in there as 
well. Gilles went ahead to lead the race, but 
out of the second in class battle, first Tippet 
went off at Coram in what seemed to be a big 
way, and then Ferrada went missing with no 
gears, which left a recovered Peter Froude 
with second in class, behind David Pattle's 
U2, runner-up to Gilles. Not a very well 
supported race, although the entry warranted 
the second event. 

The Tricentrol Sports GT event was con- 
siderably worse off with only seven runners. 
Michael Andrew's 1.3 Alexis-BDA Mk 19 took 
an early lead only to be overhauled on lap 
two by Peter Andrews’ 1.6 Martin-FVA BM10 
which is the way they finished. Behind them, 
Lynden Thorne (1.3 Aldon-FVA AL2) and Les 
Aylott (1.3 Ardua-BDA Mk 4) mixed it with 
Thorne in front until lap six when Aylott 
got by, only to drop back again by the finish 
after a moment at the Esses. There were no 
big class starters at all. 

The Formula Ford Wella round came up to 
usual expectations with an excellent race, 
Rupert Keegan, from the outside of the front 
row, shot off the line with Richard Morgan in 
the short wheelbase Royale-Titan RPI6A un- 


Malcolm West and Brian Pepper were never much farther apart than this during the Triplex 
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successfully campaigned by Frank Hopper 
earlier this season, in close attendance. The 
car has had a couple of days sorting by Tony 
Trimmer and is now obviously competitive. 
Joining these two were Syd Fox (Hawke- 
Lloyd DL1i1), American August Bermel 
(Merlyn-Scholar Mk 17), Peter White in the 
Palliser, Jorge Koechlin’s Elden and Tiff 
Needell's similar car. To keep track of this 
bunch would need a book, and it would prob- 
ably be inaccurate anyway, so much did they 
weave about. Morgan grabbed the lead off 
Keegan for a couple of laps, but Keegan was 
back at the front on the last lap down the 
straight with White and Fox in close atten- 
dance, with Needell, Koechlin and Lou De 
Marco (Merlyn-Rowland Mk 20A) farther back. 
Morgan ducked out of Keegan’s slipstream at 
the end of Russell and outdragged him up to 
the line, winning by about 2 ft. The similar 
coloured cars confused the officials for a 
while, but right prevailed and the full nine 
points were awarded to Morgan who now 
leads the championship by a healthy margin 
of 17 points.

Fox finished third with White next 
up from Needell and Koechlin. 

Final event of the day was for the bigger 
Esso Uniflo saloons, and big they were with 
a really good Superloon-type grid. Tony 
Strawson led off the grid in the 4.7 Servispak/ 
Car Accessory Capri followed closely, of 
course, by Nick Whiting’s All Car 1.9 Escort- 
FVC, these two fairly well ahead of Colin 
Hawker’s 3.0 Capri-DFV and Ali Hussein's 
5.7 Chevrolet Camaro. The order at the end 
was pretty much the same, although Hawker’s 
Capri slowed with the car stuck in fifth this 
time, while Tony Hazlewood's 5.0 Daf was 
sadly an early retirement when the car cut 
out and had a moment at the Esses. David 
Hancock’s 1.3 Mini put up a great perfor- 
mance to be placed fifth early on, but a 
moment took him behind Tony Allies’ similar 
car, although Hancock got his class honours 
back again by the finish.

Kauhsen from Muller

Now that Leo Kinnunen has moved out of Interserie, little German Willi Kauhsen no longer 
has to play second fiddle as was shown in the opening round of this year’s championship at 
Silverstone last Sunday. With last year’s Goodyear-shod, turbocharged Porsche 917/10 Kauhsen 
made mincemeat of Herbert Muller’s Martini Porsche 917/20 turbo (on Firestones), which had 
defeated Kauhsen in the preceding sprint heat before Kauhsen sorted his proper gear ratios out 
for the final. With precious few “big bangers” to entertain the fair-sized audience, Peter Gethin 
proved a worthy winner of the Allied Polymer Group’s Driver of the Day award after a smooth 
performance in Derek Bennett’s latest Chevron B26 fitted with an experimental 2-litre Brian 
Hart engine and Gethin dominated the Sport 500 class. The fastest lap by Muller at 1 m 19.5 s 


was way outside the record. 

This was the second time that the AMOC had 
run their Martini International for Interserie 
cars, but this year they also had the opening 
round of the much revised series. Interserie is 
now divided into two categories: (a) cars with 
pushrod engines up to 8300 cc or 5928 cc if 
turbocharged and cars with free racing engines 
up to 6000 cc or 4500 cc if turbocharged (by 
using the 1.4 factor) and (b) the Sport 500 
class for cars with pushrod engines up to 
5000 cc or 3571 cc if turbocharged, cars with 
production car engines of Groups | to 4 up to 
4000 cc or 2857 cc ‘if turbocharged or cars 
with free racing. engines up to 3000 cc or 
2142 cc if turbocharged. 


Main interest should therefore centre on - 


the big class, but unfortunately only eight of 
those turned up at Silverstone. Representing 
the race sponsors, was little Swiss Herbert 
Muller whose 4.5 litre turbocharged Porsche 
is the original Porsche factory development 
car (with the variable wheelbase), 
now updated in certain areas to /30 
specification, such as with the front bodywork 
and suspension while the rear of the car was 
still in /10 trim; hence it was named the 
917/20. Willi Kauhsen had a couple of Porsche 
917/10s on hand, the German concentrating 
on the same car he used last year while the 
third entered turbocharged Porsche for Georg 
Loos or John Fitzpatrick was withdrawn when 
the engine could not be returned from the 
factory in time. The other Porsche was the 
5.6 litre green 917/10 which Ernst Kraus 
competed with last year. 

Helmut Kelleners was back at the wheel 
of his attractive Felder Racing Team ex-works 
McLaren M20 which had been completely 
rebuilt over the winter and had reverted to 
an 8.1 litre Chevrolet engine in the hope of 
more rebiability. Three older McLaren- 
Chevrolet M8Es appeared for Kaye Griffiths 
(8.3 litre), John Jordan (7.6 litre) and Rolf 
Goetz (8.1 litre), but the last-named went 
home after practice. The entry in this class 
was therefore completed by the old Ferrari 
512M belonging to Herbert Muller, and on 
this occasion driven by saloon car driver Cox 
Kocher. 

The Sport 500 class therefore contained the 
bulk of the entry, starting with a couple of 
Cosworth DFV-powered cars: the Le Mans de 
Cadanet Special of Alain de Cadanet and 
Chris Craft (the latter’s Lola Tecno still not 
ready for competition work) and Jeremy Lord’s 
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Minilite Lola T280 which was in the compe- 
tent hands of Tim Goss. Another 3 litre entry 
was the BOAC-winning Alfa Romeo T33/3 for 
Totnes Motor Museum curator Richard 
Pilkington. Apart from only one of three 
entered KMW Porsches that appeared (this 
being the 2:1 litre version for Hans Muller- 
Perschl), the entry was made up with 2 litre 
cars. 

Head of those was Peter Gethin’s works B26 
which incorporated a number of development 
tweaks being tried for the first time as well as 
a new 2 litre engine from Brian Hart who was 
keeping a constant watch on the proceedings, 
while John Lepp’s original prototype B26 had 
a normal Hart BDA engine installed. (Gethin’s 
car was finished in the early hours of Saturday 
morning and never turned a wheel before 
official practice.) Spanish Escort driver Rafael 
Barrios used the Pedro Domecq-Sefisa Racing 
Chevron-Hart B26 while the other car from 
this contingent, Peter Hanson’s B23 failed to 
materialise through lack of engines. A selection 
of B2-updated-B23 and new B23 Chevrons 
also appeared for British regulars: Robin 
Smith, Ian Harrower, John Cole, Richard 
Simms and Peter Smith. 

Martin Raymond’s works Target ‘Racing 
Lola-Smith FVD was to provide 
main opposition with a 
car driven by Brian Joscelyne 
Dorset Racing Associates while 
the older T212 with a turbocharged BMW 
engine for John Markey just wouldn’t run 
properly and retired after practice. Three 
Marches also appeared for Brazilian Pedro de 
Lamare in a BMW-powered version while the 
74S of Paulenco Racing for Spaniard Emilio 
Zapico and John Sheldon (having his first 
sports car race) used Richardson FVC power. 
The entry was completed by John 
Gillmeister’s Rawlson-BDG CR10.

Those who made use of Friday afternoon's 
unofficial session were at some advantage 
when Saturday's official sessions turned into 
constant changes mn weather conditions 
between pouring rain to a relatively dry 
track on line. Hence, practice ¢imes meant 
very little with the Porsches being well out- 
side their capabilities. Kauhsen’s practice 
ended with a broken engine which was changed 
overnight for him to perform five running-in 


laps on Sunday morning. The only other 
notable incident befell John Lepp who lost 
the Chevron on a damp patch at Club and 
smote the bank very heavily; but after toing 
and froing from the Bolton works and much 
hard work, the car was readied in time for 
the main 35 lap final.

At least there was no doubt about the weather 
on Sunday: a fairly strong wind, but at least 
it was dry. Before the Interserie qualifying 
round itself, the Interserie body has adopted 
the CanAm type procedure of having a 
sprint heat although it .has no_ bearing 
on the result of the main race apart from 
deciding the grid positions for it. 

After two laps behind the Aston Martin 
pace car driven by Neil Corner, the grid as 
shown less Lepp, pounded round Woodcote 
with Muller already a car’s length ahead of 
fellow front row man Kelleners at the drop 
of the flag with Kauhsen darting ahead of the 
McLaren M20 before Copse. Kauhsen, well 
pleased with the performance of his new 
engine, set after the Martini Porsche and 
thereby quickly dropped Kelleners with Kraus 
fourth, ahead of Griffiths’ McLaren which was 
dropped to sixth at Woodcote on the second 
lap by Gethin. Raymond's progress was soon 
hindered when a tyre went at Becketts and he 
made a long pit stop as both the tyre and 
battery were changed. 

Kauhsen closed to within striking distance 
of Muller and the two Porsches circulated 
nose-to-tail apart from occasional interruption 
by back markers. However Robin Smith’s 
Chevron occupied the same part of Woodcote 
corner as Muller on the 10th lap and with no 
hesitation, Kauhsen took the lead. However 
that only lasted as far as Stowe when the 
two cars arrived side-by-side and Muller went 
back in front which is where he stayed for 
the rest of the heat. Kelleners lost his third 
place when the McLaren suffered a rear offside 
puncture and he made a number of pit-stops 
thereafter to try to sort out the handling. This 
left Kraus in third and he was the last driver 
unlapped at the finish. 

The main drama in this part came on the 
eighth lap when Kocher’s Ferrari which had 
been sounding off-song throughout practice 
and in the early laps of the race, blew up 
on the exit of Woodcote in a large amount 
of smoke to cover the racing line with ail. 
Some very slow marshalling from that point 
meant that nearly half the field had hair-raising 
moments on the long patch of oil and only 
when Lamare’s March nearly shunted the pit 
wall did the flag warnings become more 
apparent. 

Gethin was one to have a number of hairy 
slides, but undaunted he motored on to fourth 
place, clear ahead of de Cadanet who had 
gone through the field quite well to relieve 
Griffiths’ big McLaren of fifth place on lap 17. 
Goss drove a steady race to claim seventh 
place and Rafael Barrios managed to take over 


eighth place from de Lamare on the 15th 
lap, but a blown head gasket on the Iatter’s 
March unfortunately put him out of the main 
race. 

However at least Lepp’s car was ready to 


jom in and with Raymond’s Lola and 
Kelleners’ McLaren also on the back row of 
the grid, the 35 lap final certainly promised 
exciting early laps. 

Kauhsen’s ratios had been wrong for the 
heat, so with those changed he was expecting 
a clear-cut win in the 35 lap race. And he 
wasn't wrong. His. blue and white Porsche 
clearly left Muller behind at the start and was 
never challenged again; around half-distance 
the gap narrowed to around 3 s but this was 
only because of errant back markers— 
Kauhsen was even put on the grass on one 
occasion at Stowe—and the margin opened 
to 12 s by the end. Muller though, had a 
seized front shock absorber from the first lap. 

Kelleners worked through the field without 
any dramatics to claim fourth place by the 
sixth lap and then set after Kraus who 
relinquished his third place with a_ brief 
agricukural moment at Becketts on the 16th 
lan. Gethin’s smooth Chevron held a lonely 
fifth place throughout once Griffiths had spun 
hs McLaren off the circuit at Copse on the 
second lan. 

Alain de Cadanet’s 3-litre prototype also 
ran without aerravation to hold on to sixth 
place and established the Sport 500 record at 
1 m 24.7 s, but at one time de Cadanet looked 
like losing his place with the rapid progress 
of Lenp and Raymond. These two soon came 
across the battle between Goss and Barrios 
and a miehty four car dice emerged which 
Lenn and Raymond got the better of by the 
12th lap in fairly dramatic fashion. While 
Raymond nipped by Lepp on the inside of 
Weodcote in a very exciting manoeuvre (as 


Muller was about to lap them at the same 
time), the 2 litres had closed on to the tail 
of de Cadanet. 

Then however, Raymond spun the Lola at 
Becketts sending Lepp on to the grass and 
Goss back in front from Barrios, with “Leppie” 
soon picking up the lost ground to retake 
Goss five laps later. Lepp though made no 
further impression on de Cadanet while Goss 
pulled away from Barrios and Raymond kept 
behind at a safe distance for the rest of the 
race. 

The Smiths, Peter and Robin, circulated in 
close company with Muller-Perschl's KMW 
before Robin Smith spun at Becketts and 
later retired with an oil leak, leaving Pete 
Smith to finish a creditable llth. John 
Sheldon’s March looked all set to take 11th 
initially when he slowed considerably in 
the last couple of laps while his team-mate 
Zapico had his March’s gearbox jam.

SALOONS 


The 40 min practice session on Saturday for 
the Castrol Group 1 qualifiers produced mixed 
weather conditions with a period of around 
10 m in the middle of the session when slick 
tyres could be used before the rains came 
down again. However, a short untimed ses- 
sion at the end of the day showed usual form 
with Richard Lloyd’s Tour winning Rivers/ 
Simoniz Camaro much closer to Stuart 
Graham's pole position time of 1 m 42.9 s 
after Lloyd only used intermediates during 
the official session to Graham's dries.

saloon races; unfortunately Ridgard’s car was 
stuck in a scrutineering queue when practice 
was on, so had to start from the back row 
with a 10s penalty. Gordon Spice managed 


seven laps in Stan Robinson's Wisharts 
Garage Plymouth Cuda and although its 
Straight line potential was <épparent, the 
engine was soon low on oil pressure. 

There were some changes in the lower 
classes too. Tony Lanfranchi’s BMW 3.0 CS 
of Van der Steen is now prepared by Auto- 
extra and the prospects of a strong battle were 
in store between this, Peter Hanson's Opel 
Commodore GS/E (both cars running on 
Michelin tyres) and the works ShellSport 
Capri of Tom Walkinshaw (on Dunlops). 

Hobbling around with his broken ankle, 
Barrie Williams was showing that the Math- 
wall-prepared Mazda RX3 (on Dunlops) has 
cured its cutting-out problem as he easily 
annexed fastest time in the 24 litre class, 
almost a second quicker than the Dolomites. 
Andy Rouse’s Broadspeed Sprint was again the 
fastest of the British Leyland cars, although 
the engine wasn’t picking up well out of the 
corners, but it was obvious that much deve- 
lopment work (mainly on the engines) had 
been carried out on the other Dolomites for 
John Handley’s Aldon Automotive version, 
John Hiné’s Bill Shaw ShellSport Sprint and 
Rob Mason's Equipe Arden ShellSport model 
all lapped within the 1 m 50-51 s bracket (in- 
stead of the 52-53s region) with the second 
Broadspeed car of Tony Dron. Tle Vauxhalls 
if Tim Stock and Gerry Marshall were suffer- 
ing engine problems, but there was no opposi- 
tion from John Lyon’s 2 litre Alfa this time 
since owner Stan Clark had rolled the car 
in private testing at Club corner a couple of 
days before. 

John Markey’s smart Mathwall-prepared 
dealer-backed Toyota Celica twin-cam bol- 
stered the up to 1600 cc class anc! as soon 
as the engine is further sorted to match its 
excellent handling characteristics, then the 
works Avengers of Bernard Unett and 
Roger Bell and Stan Clark's Alfa Junior could 
be in for a further hard time.

alarming when Wayne’s Camaro made a 
very slow start from the second row, with 
miraculously all the cars avoiding it. 


Graham was trying all out to dominate this 
race from the outset as he romped in to the 
lead from Woodman, whom Lloyd disposed of 
along Hanger Straight on the first lap while 
Hanson and Lanfranchi battled out the 4 litre 
class lead and fourth overall. Handley had 
briefly led the 2} litre division on the first 
lap before Rouse went by with Williams 
picking up well from a slow start through his 
physical handicap, but it was certainly quite 
a sight as around 14 cars battled out these 
places in the early laps. Spice never made 
more than the first lap with the engine mak- 
ing noises which it shouldn't but up at the 
front Lloyd never had an attempt to do any- 
thing about Graham when he had a hairy 
moment at Abbey on the second lap before 
pitting to discover a collapsed front wheel 
bearing. 
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So with Graham and Woodman well separ- 
ated in the first two places, interest centred 
on the third place battle which by the third 
lap had become a tremendous three-cornered 
fight for the 4 litre class lead between Han- 
son, Lanfranchi and Walkinshaw. The Ford 
sat behind the other two for the early part 
of the race with the Opel and BMW con- 
stantly changing places and even touching at 
Stowe on one lap, but by about the eighth 
lap Hanson began to pull away, ‘made a little 
easier by a fast-recovering Wayne whose 
Camaro got mixed up with them before a 
puncture sent him in to the pits after some 
very hairy moments. Lanfranchi and Walkin- 
shaw still battled out second in class however 
until a broken oil hose dropped oil on to the 
Capri’s rear tyres and Tom had a couple of 
spins on successive laps at Becketts. 

The performances by Camaros of Kay and 
Ridgard were most impressive as they carved 
through the various battles most spectacu- 
larly, although Ridgard’s dud shock absorbers 
made ‘his work all the more harder as he had 
a couple of spins at Copse after having 
rocketed to eighth overall within four laps 
from the back row/10 s mark. But Kay was 
also an important factor in the 24 litre class 
battle; by the fourth lap Williams’ raucous 
Mazda pulled in Rouse’s Dolomite and when 
Ridgard spun in front of him, Rouse lost the 
class lead to Williams but Rouse held on as 
best he could, with Kay sometimes ahead of 
them both and sometimes splitting them, and 
on one occasion the Mazda and Dolomite 


slithered through Copse side-by-side right up ~ 


the boot of the red Camaro—it was all fabu- 
lous entertainment. 


However, in the last five laps, Rouse’s drive 
was hampered by errant cars in front of him, 
particularly when Walkinshaw had one of his 
Beckett spins right in front of the Dolomite, 
and by a blistered front tyre. 

AH this put Blackburn’s Capri between 
Williams and the Dolomite and that’s how it 
remained at the finish (Rouse may not have 
won the class, but he still thought it was the 
most exciting race of the series so far!) with 
Handley’s much improved Dolomite always 
well up and following Rouse very closely for 
the last few laps. But that wasn't all the 
action, for a little farther behind a pheno- 
minal dice was going on between the Dolo- 
mites of Hine, Mason and Dron which lasted 
for the entire race and saw some amazing 
angles as these cars twitched through Wood- 
cote side-by-side or tied to each other's boot. 
The culmination of this saw Hine have a big 
spin at Stowe leaving the other two to carry 
their battle to the flag with Dron fractionally 
ahead at that stage. Retirements from this 
group included Gerry Marshall's Vauxhall 
with a holed piston (as had Stock’s car on 


* the warming-up lap), and John Brindley’s Capri 


with the diff packed up, while Ivan Dulton'’s 
Capri quickly worked up from the back row 
before spinning at Stowe. A more serious 
incident befell Les Nash’s Camaro (which 
after a second lap spin at Copse had worked 
right back up to fifth overall ahead of Kay), 
suddenly arrived at Stowe after 15 laps with 
no brakes and a brilliant piece of driving 
avoided what could have been a terrible 
shunt. 

If that wasn’t enough action, there was 
plenty more in front and behind. Graham 
started easing considerably in the closing laps 
after equalling the class record, and it was 
soon apparent that the trouble was not just 
with tyres going “off”; in fact, he was having 
trouble finding gears—a problem which be- 
came worse as the race wore on—until he 
could only tour round and watch Woodman 
sail by him at Abbey Curve on the penulti- 
mate lap. 

And just to add to a fantastic race, the up 
to 1600 cc class battle couldn't have resulted 
in a closer finish. Bernard Unett’s Avenger 
started with a clear advantage over his team- 
mate Bell who had Clark up his boot for the 
first seven laps before the Alfa split the two 
Hillmans; by then however, they had reeled 
in Unett with Mike Chittenden’s BMW 2002 
Tii joining in from the larger class, much it 
seemed to Unett’s advantage, who managed 
to put the German car between himself and 


Clark/Bell. It was really great stuff and the 
action at Woodcote on the last lap was 
breathtaking as Chittenden stayed in the 
middle of the road with Unett on the outside 
and Bell behind the BMW, leaving Stan's Alfa 
just the smallest opportunity to nip through 
between the BMW and the pit wall to pip 
Unett and the BMW to the flag, although all 
three were virtually abreast and were credited 
with the same time. A little farther behind, 
Kirkby’s Avenger and Markey’s Toyota had a 
fine scrap which looked like going to the 
Toyota before it lost time on the last lap 
while Melvyn Adams beat the similar Passat 
of Bill McGowern after another race-long 


. battle. Williams and Lanfranchi broke the class 


records, this being the Mazda's first class win. 

After the race, the scrutineers disqualified 
the second and ninth placed cars of Stuart 
Graham and Andy Rouse as the cars were 
not fitted with automatic thermosats, but 
instead had restrictor plates as a means of 
cooling the temperature. However, this point 
is very much in dispute (see Pit and Paddock).

FORMULA ATLANTIC 


Forty minutes were allocated on Saturday for 
practice and the track was very wet for the 
whole time, although the rain abated towards 
the end so most quick laps were recorded in 
the last 5m or so. Trying hard throughout 
the session and pacemaker from the start 
was Bev Bond who has returned to form with 
the Custom Made/Harry Stiller March LEC 
74B. Following some hints from Robin Herd 
on setting it up. Bev recorded a 1m 45.78 
early on when it was still raining and this 
kept him ahead until the deep puddles began 
to clear and he went back out to quickly 
carve 2s off, then getting down to a stirring 
1 m 41.9 s on his last lap which was good 
enough for pole position. He even managed 
a couple of spins during the session too! 
Following the serious damage to the Patrick 
Head designed Scott RSI at Oulton Park the 
previous weekend Richard Scott was out in 
the Lola Richardson T360 to claim second 
fastest time just ‘a tenth slower than Bond. 
Richard’s time was a last-minute effort as 
he was obviously trying very hard, the Lola 
twitching through Woodcote more than any 
other car. Ted Wentz continued to impress in 
the Wella March Swindon 74B, being one of 
the fastest throughout, setting his 1m 43.38 
with about 5m to go—easily the fastest at 
the time—before running out of petrol at 
the back of the circuit so being unable to 
counter when Bond and Scott put in their 
quick times. Only 0.1s behind Wentz was 
David Morgan who circulated very steadily 
in his ex-F2 Chevron B25 fitted with B27 
modifications and was yet another to turn in 
a quick lap right at the close of practice 
until which time he had not really been in the 
hunt. Another tenth of a second back was 
Tony Brise who was first out to practise and 
circulated the new Modus M3 works car very 
spectacularly. Alan Jones was next up with 
the Falconer-bodied March 722 of Mike Sulli- 
van entered by Multiglide, the hoped for 74B 
having not materialised. 

Early in the session with track conditions 
at their worst Peter Wardle was motoring on 
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Williams’ Mazda closes on Handley and Rouse 
(48) for the 24-litre class lead. 


in the STP Surtees TSI5A to be the fastest 
but as conditions improved he gradually 
slipped down the list but was, nevertheless, 
far from disgraced at 1m 44.7s and 12s 
ahead of John Nicholson who still could not 
get the new rebuilt Lyncar handling to his 
liking —a long time since Johnny Nick was 
as low as eighth fastest for an Atlantic race, 
surely ? A tenth behind was Tom Walkinshaw 
who continued to acclimatise to his new 
Modus M3 which had to run on very out of 
date Dunlop wets (his Goodyears being lost 
somewhere in transit). Following his recent 
successes Jim Crawford did not cope so well 
with the wet conditions in the SDC March 
73B managing a 1 m 46.2 s, spending the vital 
last 5 m in the pits. Matt Spitzley was settling 
into a new March 74B to record 1m 47.05, 
2s ahead of next man, saloon car ace Andy 
Rouse making his debut in the Team Castrol- 
entered ex-Ken Bailey March 73B with Broad- 
speed power (of course). Rouse will be un- 
able to contest many Atlantic rounds this 
year due to clashing commitments with the 
Dolomite which take precedence, and he had 
only managed to squeeze in a couple of rest 
sessions before this race, his return to single- 
seater racing. Regular Atlantic faces Val 
Musetti (Royale RP11A), Cyd Williams (Brab- 
ham BT40) and John Killmeister (March 73B) 
were next up ahead of Dave Walker who was 
having his first outing in the new GRD Swin- 
don 374 and went well to record 1m 51.98 
with an engine sounding dreadful running on 
“24 cylinders” due to the effects of the 
water and using incorrect plugs. Close behind 
was SDC boss Stephen Choularton (March 
73B) ahead of Ray Mallock in the rebuilt 
Chequered Flag Ensign and Kim Mather's 
Brabham BT41, still on F3 wheels and tyres. 
Alan Rollinson did three laps to qualify what 
the programme called a March 732. The car 
is, in fact, the ex-Coombs/Depailler 722 and 
had just been collected from the works and 
was a development car using many new and 
undisclosed tweaks such as_ side-mounted 
radiators and a new style nose being the 
only March in FA up to current F2 spec.

Two warm-up laps were allocated as the track 
was now, of course, dry. Following this, Kim 
Mather and Ray Mallock retired to the pits 
and Jim Crawford lowered his rear wing in an 
effort to cure chronic understeer. On the line 
Walkinshaw’s engine would not start and 
as the flag fell the clutch of Ted Wentz's 
March would not grip and many moments 
took place as the field funnelled between 
these two. Dave Morgan made a flying start 
from the second row but it was Tony Brise 
who led the field into Copse from Richard 
Scott, Morgan, Bev Bond and Jim Crawford. 
Brise led after one lap, pursued by Scott, 
Morgan, Alan Jones (who made a splendid 
start), Bond and Crawford. Approaching 
Becketts on the second lap the rear wing of 
Brise’s car folded in two, it obviously not 
being strong enough to withstand the aero- 
dynamic downthrust, so the unlucky Brise 
cruised round to retire. Scott then took the 
works development Lola into the lead which 
he held narrowly but apparently securely over 
Morgan until he pitted on lap 11 with a sus- 
pected collapsed rear wheel bearing although 
Richard did have the consolation of setting 
the fastest lap which equalled the record. So 
Morgan took over the lead from Alan Jones, 
driving the old March very well, John Nichol- 
son who had pulled up well and was battling 
with Matt Spitzley who had his new car 
going just as his sponsor would want it— 
(Rapid Movements Ltd). Behind these two a 
fierce battle was taking place between Jim 
Crawford (still in awful understeer problems), 
Jas Patterson (who had driven a superb race 
to come up from the back of the grid and 
Bond (who could not get his March to handle 
nearly as well in the dry). Cyd Williams had 
been with this bunch earlier but his engine 
went very sick and he dropped away. Then 
more drama as Morgan, who was trying very 
hard, went wide at Club and smashed in the 
front of his Chevron although he was able 
to continue for a lap before pitting. So a 
highly surprised and delighted Alan Jones took 
the lead and went on to score a splendid 
“fairytale” victory—the things Multiglide 
can do! A lap after Morgan’s excursion Pat- 
terson, who looked set to take fourth place, 
did the same thing whilst grappling with an 
inoperative fourth gear, and continued with 
the nose rubbing on a front tyre which 
dropped him to ninth. The drama wasn't over 
yet, though! On the last lap approaching 
Stowe a retaining nut on John Nicholson's 
second-placed Lyncar came adrift and the off- 
side front wheel collapsed to a jaunty angle. 
The game New Zealander carried on to finish 
llth but out of the running. So it was Matt 
Spitzley who claimed second place with 
Crawford fighting off Bond in their malhand- 
ling cars for third. Peter Wardle had a lonely 
race throughout to come home fifth in his 
STP Surtees TSI5A with Dave Walker net-

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ting sixth in the debut race for his GRD. Tom

Two seven-lap heats were run on Saturday 
afternoon to sort out the runners for the 
STP qualifier which was to open the pro- 
ceedings the next day. In practice for heat 
one Geoff Lees had claimed pole position 
showing the form he had to win easily the 
Wella round on the club circuit a week 
earlier. On the streaming wet track Lees was 
beaten at the start by Adrian Reynard’s Rey- 
nard and other front row man, Roger Orgee 
(Berni Dulon MP15). Lees soon had his Royale 
RE RP16 ahead and after fighting off Orgee 
came home the winner by 12.8s despite a 
hairy twitch across the line to finish. Orgee 
had been close until he spun wildly at Chapel 
on the sixth lap falling back into the clutches 
of Jeremy Rossiter (Spax Dulon MP15B) and 
Reynard. Reynard settled for fourth while 
Orgee just held off a hard charging Rossiter. 
A six-car battle followed which was won by 
Ian Beresford after a fine drive in his now 
very aged Palliser WDF2 ahead of Patrick 
Neve (ShellSport Lola 1340), John Murphy 
(Tricentrol Hawke DL11) who was very sub- 
dued in the wet, Alan Clennell who had a few 
moments in his Hawke DLI1, Alo Lawler 
(Hawke DL11) and Chris Barnett (Royale 
RP16A). New Irish star Jim Walsh had been 
with this bunch early on but spun his new 
Van Diemen RF74 down the field in mid 
race. After the race Orgee and Reynard’s en- 
gines were found to be illegal. Both drivers 
were excluded from the results, the final, and 
the STP Championship as well as being fined 
£20 each. 

The second heat looked as if it might be 
run on a dry track but by the third lap the 
rain was pouring down to cause havoc. Pole- 
man Roger Bruce-White (Dulon MPI15) led 
away despite a flying start by Gordon Smiley's 
works Merlyn Mk 25 from the third row. As 
the rain came down Bruce-White seemed to 
establish his authority on the race, pulling 
clear of Bernard Vermilio (Van Diemen RF74) 
and Matthew Argenti (Merlyn Mk 25). As the 
water got deeper the confusion started, first 
Argenti went spinning and lost a number of 
places as Smiley, Chris Woodcock (Wessex 
Finance Dulon MP15B) and Richard Hawkins 
(Dulon MP15B) came up to dispute fourth, 
which became third when Mike Young spun 
his Tricentrol Van Diemen into the Woodcote 
catch fence at the start of the last lap. All 
eyes went out for Bruce-White at the finish, 
but he spun at Abbey letting Vermilio through 
and then got on the grass at Woodcote trying 
to recatch the Van Diemen but still finished 
second. Smiley was third while Hawkins 
passed Woodcock who got delayed by a back 
marker, Next up was Mike King (Lola T340) 
from the recovered Argenti and Thornton 
Mustard (Van Diemen RF74). Stephen South 
qualified his Ray 74FF for the front row of 
the grid but eliminated himself in a practice 
spin which knocked two corners of the car

For several years, we have known that a four- 
seater Lotus was under development. Two- 
seater sports cars are fun, but one cannot use 
them for business trips because room for 
more than one passenger may be required at 
some stage. This has meant that Lotus 
owners have had to use a “cooking” saloon 
for many of their journeys. Now, a real four- 
seater Lotus is available, but it is a saloon 
with a difference. 

So often, sports car manufacturers have 
catalogued a long-chassis version which was 
greatly inferior in performance and handling 
to their speed models. That this is far from 
true of the Elite four-seater is proved by its 
capacity to out-corner the mid-engined 
Europa. Special tyres, very wide and of low 
profile, are really exploited by the adoption 
of an exceptionally wide track and a very low 
centre of gravity. The extra width has un- 
avoidably increased the frontal area, but a 
vast amount of wind-tunnel research at MIRA 
has produced a low-drag shape which counters 
this drawback. 

The relatively small manufacturer is at a 
disadvantage these days, because his cars 
must be discouragingly expensive. The Elite 
is very costly for its engine size, but it is the 
adoption of an efficient power unit of only 2- 
litres capacity that will ensure its success. 
The petrol-swilling monster is out of place in 
the present economic climate and nobody 
admires the man who needlessly squanders 
fuel. 

The engine is that light-alloy 16-valve 4- 
cylinder unit that Lotus have been making. for 
the Jensen-Healey, though here it is in up- 
rated form. The overhead camshafts are belt 
driven and two horizontal twin-choke Dell’ 
Orto carburetters are fitted. (A V8 version 
has wisely been put in mothballs.) 

A central steel backbone chassis is used, of 
broadly similar shape to that of the Elan. 
Wishbone-type independent front suspension 
is employed, the steering being by rack and 
Pinion, with optional power assistance later 
on. The rear suspension uprights of light- 
alloy are bolted to long and extremely rigid 
radius arms fabricated from sheet steel, which 
are angled inwards to Metalastik joints on 
the central backbone. The rear hub carriers 
are located laterally by a parallelogram

formed from lower tubular members and the 
universally-jointed driveshafts. Armstrong 
coil spring and damper units are used all 
round and there is an anti-roll bar incorpor- 
ated in the lower front suspension links. 

The 5-speed Lotus gearbox has plenty of 
space around it, where the backbone opens 
out to embrace the engine, and air passing 
through the chassis cools this and the hypoid 
unit at the rear. The rear brakes are in- 
board mounted and are of drum type, because 


the new hand brake requirements cannot 
satisfactorily be met by discs. The front 
disc brakes have Girling calipers, the dual 
circuit system having tandem master 
cylinders and a Supervac servo. The 7 JK x 
14 light alloy wheels are fully machined for 
balance and have an electrostatically appl'ed 
Acrylic finish that withstands salt-chamber 
tests. The wheels are spigot-mounted on the 
hubs and carry special Dunlop tyres with steel 
breakers, a new rubber mix, and a tread

pattern to give optimum handling and stability, 
size 205/60 VR14. 

The two-piece moulded body is of glass- 
fibre reinforced plastic. It incorporates an 
immensely strong steel rollover bar and 
structural steel door beams, meeting the 
strength and crash-proof requirements of all 
countries. Federal bumpers are fitted to cars 
destined for the USA, which also have a 
different induction system. The windscreen, 
of Glaverbel VHR glass, is of laminated con- 
struction and immensely strong and light: 
bonded in by the Solbit hot wire system, it 
becomes an integral part of the body struc- 
ture, 

The rear window opens for luggage on gas 
struts, but this is not an Estate body, an

extra diaphragm and second window divorcing 
the boot from the passenger space. The 14} 
gallon fuel tank is insulated from crash dam- 
age and can be filled from either side of the 
car at the maximum speed of any pump. The 
seats are all extremely comfortable and those 
in the back are easy to reach because the 
front seats move forward and fold simultane- 
ously. Obviously, the rear occupants do not 
have limousine stretching space, but this is 
much more than just a 2 + 2. The aluminium 
radiator is mounted low in the nose of the 
car, the hot air exhausting through the top 
of the bonnet, giving some downthrust. Other 
details include pop-up headlamps and single 
blade wipers for windscreen and rear window. 

As one would expect of a Lotus, the driv- 


ing position is excellent, the pedals are 
arranged for heel-and-toe, and there is a good 
all-round_view. The Lotus 5-speed gearbox 
has been greatly improved, the change now 
being very light with a pleasantly narrow 
gate. The steering is not particularly light at 
low speeds, but it is quick enough to catch 
a skid and gives a fine feel of the road sur- 
face. The level of road noise is low and wind 
noise is not heard. The suspension feels quite 
firm, but has plenty of travel, absorbing con- 
siderable bumps and pot-holes without notice- 
able shock. 

I drove two prototypes some time ago, 
when making a TV film, and now I have tried 
the production car. The machine is very 
lively indeed for a 2-litre four-seater, exceed- 
ing 100 mph in fourth gear in quite a short 
distance. A timed maximum of 128 mph has 
been recorded, I understand, but the Lotus 
test track does not boast a straight suffi- 
ciently long for such a speed to be developed. 
The cornering power is phenomenal, the re- 
sulting speed through any bend being very high 
indeed. Initial unde. eer is followed by fully 
balanced cornering with all four tyres exhibit- 
ing a similar moderate slip angle. This is 
probably as far as most owners will go, but 
opposite-lock cornering under absolute control 
is, in fact, possible. 

The Lotus is not deflected at all by bumps 
in the middle of a corner. When the car is 
driven round a circuit at racing speed, the 
brakes got pretty hot, but I experienced no 
fading. It would scarcely be possible to drive 
as hard as this on the road, so the brakes are 
well up to their work, the Elite is very steady 
during heavy braking at high speeds. 

The engine is more highly tuned than the 
similar unit in the Jensen-Healey, but it is 
also considerably quieter. This may have 
more to do with the installation than the 
engine itself. A lusty four-cylinder engine 
usually tends to make the body panels boom, 
but the glassfibre body of the Lotus seems 
almost immune from this problem. Both in 
this respect and in freedom from rust, the 
plastic body has notable advantages. The 
Elite is not as quiet as a big luxury car, but 
the sound level is not high enough to tire the 
occupants on a long journey. 

The new Lotus Elite is a most unusual car. 
Though it is very expensive to buy, it is out- 
standingly economical to run for cars in that 
price class. It might have been a@ hard car 
to sell against its more powerful adversaries 
in normal times, but some of them use so 
much fuel at high speeds that even wealthy 
customers may think twice before incurring 
such a liability. To anyone who is an en- 
thusiastic driver, the idea of owning a road 
machine that corners like a racing car must 
appeal very much, The appearance is cer- 
tainly most atractive and the quality appears 
to be there.

Silverstone continued 


Luckily dry weather prevailed for the 
12-lap final and right from the start two 
drivers established themselves ahead of the 
bunch — Geoff Lees and Patrick Neve. Lees 
led away from pole position from Bernard 
Vermilio and Neve but after only two laps 
Vermilio'’s Van Diemen was dropped to spend 
the rest of the race in third spot. Lees did 
most of the leading in the early part of the 
race passing the Belgian on the outside of 
Woodcote on lap three in fine style. But as 
the race drew on Neve showed better tactics 
holding the inside line through Woodcote on 
the last four occasions. On the last lap Neve 
let Lees lead all the way from Copse to 
Abbey while sitting on his tail, only to slip- 
stream past under the Daily Express bridge 
leaving Lees the outside line for a desperate 
but fruitless bid to win. Vermilio had Chris 
Barnett’s Royale RPI6A to contend with for 
the first half of the race but then Barnett 
lost his airbox at Woodcote and he dropped 
back a little, but nevertheless held on to 
fourth. Roger Bruce-White’s Dulon held fifth 
place early on but a wild spin at Club on lap 
four dropped him down the field although he 
recovered to take 10th eventually. The battle 
for fifth then became the hairiest of the race 
between Richard Hawkins’ Dulon and Ian 
Beresford’s aged Palliser. Hawkins was his 
sideways best but had a hard job to fend off 
the Palliser although he just managed in the 
end. The Merlyn Mk 25s of Gordon Smiley 
and Matthew Argenti were next up after 
lonely races ahead of a tremendous bunch 
battling for ninth spot. Mike King’s Lola 
T340 finally just beat the recovered Bruce- 
White, Jim Walsh (Van Diemen RF74) and 
Chris Woodcock (Dulon MP 15B) safely to 
the line although a shunt looked imminent on 
numerous occasions. Silverstone expert John 
Murphy retired his Tricentrol Hawke DLI11 
after the warming-up lap when the car would 
not stay in top gear.

HISTORIC 


Being an AMOC-organised meeting there 
had to be a race for historic racing cars— 
a round of the JCB championship in fact. 
The race ‘was sponsored by Company 
Developments Ltd, who own Aston Martin 
nowadays, and as an added spur Martini 
were offering a bottle of brandy to every 
finisher. Pole position, not surprisingly, was 
taken by Neil Corner in Tom Wheatcroft’s 
BRM P25 with Willie Green in the multi- 
coloured JCB Lister Corvette and Mike 
Salmon upholding Aston Martin prestige in 
the P212 alongside. Paul Weldon went well 
in Rodney Clarke’s ‘“‘ Works Connaught B 
type’ to be fourth fastest equal with David 
Ham's ex-George Tatham and Phil Scragg 
Lister Jaguar. The third row of the grid was 
Lister Jag monopolised with John Harper's 
prototype version (which he managed to spin 
on his warming-up lap, just missing the 
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Woodcote pit wall) alongside Peter van Ros- 
sem’s Costin bodied car and Bert Young's 
ex-Peter Whitehead car. 

At the start it was Corner who, predict- 
ably enough, led away with Green challeng- 
ing ahead of Weldon, Harper and Salmon. 
At Stowe Green tried to get past under brak- 
ing as the BRM’s single rear transmission 
brake is not very effective. This was the 
closest Willie got however, for Corner then 
pulled away, leaving Green to battle with 
Weldon who was going really well. As 
Corner sailed serenely on his way Weldon 
tried all he knew to pass Green actually man- 
aging it at Stowe on lap seven when Green 
was delayed by a back marker. Green fought 
back and repassed at Abbey to fend the 
Connaught off, being 0.8 s ahead at the end. 
It was very nearly victory, however, because 
on the last iap Corner’s throttle linkage 


Correspondence 


Numbers must 
be eligible—please 


Most racing competitors are aware that from 
time to time they are requested to move 
their numbers to assist the timekeepers. 

It is possibly not realised that each time- 
keeper at a race meeting is responsible for 
timing, on each lap, four or five cars, and he 
has to pick these cars accurately out of a 
pack. In addition the race recorders, whose 
job is to record the actual order of al! the 
cars on each lap, have to record every 
number. To do this successfully, it is essential 
at most circuits to identify the number about 
100 yards before the car crosses the actual 
start/finish line, and this is the reason why 
numbers which appear perfectly satisfactorily 
when viewed stationary in the paddock, can 
cause problems. 


Ideally, all numbers should be as near 
vertical as possible, thus the front number 
should be right at the front of the car, so 
that it is the first thing seen. This is natur- 
ally, the favourite spot for sponsors’ names, 
but it’s not much good getting publicity in 
the press photographs, if the timekeepers are 
unable to issue a time for the car! 


The side number should be on the front 
door of saloons, or alongside the cockpit on 
open wheel cars, also as near vertical as 
possible. Care should be taken that the side 
number is not obscured by the front wheels, 
bearing in mind the angle of approach to the 
timing box. The radius arms and exhaust 
pipes on many cars cause difficulties, especi- 
ally with numbers like 0, 6, and 8, which 
can all look very similar. 


In an endeavour to overcome this, and 
other problems, the regulations now permit 
the use of a slightly smaller number (9in x 
liin), but these, and in fact all numbers, 
should be placed on an oblong background 
and not on a roundel. 


Fancy numbers are to be avoided since 
they can easily be mis-read in the short space 
of time available to the timekeepers. 

As speeds increase, particularly with

Contact lenses 


As a full-time contact lens practitioner I 
would like to comment on the Tune-in article 
“Contact Lenses and Racing Drivers” in 
your April 18 issue. 


If the contributor’s friend found conven- 
tional corneal lenses “very uncomfortable” 
he is either super-sensitive or—far more 
likely —has been fitted with poorly manu- 
factured lenses. If a lens is carefully manu- 
factured to exactly the right shape and profile 
it can be worn happily by a good 90 per cent 
of the population. For most people, in three 
weeks or so from starting to wear well-made 
hard lenses there is no sensation whatsoever. 


Also, Hydron is just one of a number of soft 
lens materials: the others include Soflens 
(the American patent from which Hydron is 
made under licence in the UK), Sauflon, 
Permalens and others.

BRANDS HATCH

On a bright and blustery day, some 6000 
spectators saw good family entertainment 
at Brands Hatch last Sunday in the 18 races 
at Promotasport’s annual Festival of Speed 
organised by Rochester Motor Club. Two kart 
races, plus events for Formula Ford, Mini 
Miglia, modsports and unlimited single- 
seaters were run-on the club circuit before 
a short break enabling spectators to make 
their way to the Clearways oval to watch 
stock cars, bangers, Mini Rods and Anglia 
Rods churn up the grass and track, covering 
everyone with a liberal coating of dust and 
rubber. The Mini Miglia brigade provided the 
closest competition in the ‘normal’ races and 
Paul Butler’s ex-F3 Brabham vanquished 
Allan Kayes’ Formula 5000 McLaren in the 
libre event, but this spectacle was nothing 
compared with the antics of the banger and 
stock car boys. 

Despite all the bumping and barging, wheel 
shedding and overturning on the Olearways 
loop, however, the only serious incident of the 
day occurred at the end of the first kart race. 
After crossing the Tine at peak revs, one of 
the kart drivers lifted off suddenly and poor 
Keith Chandler, just behind, ran over the 
back wheel of the man in front and shot into 
the air. As the kart careered on down the 
track Chandler himself slammed into the 
Armco and suffered severe injuries to the 
head and legs. 

Winner of this first race was World Cham- 
pion Reg Gange from lap record holder Brian 
Appleby, but Appleby was unlucky on the 
karts’ second appearance, blowing up his 
250 cc Bultaco motor after taking the lead 
and setting a new record. The brothers Chris 
and Mike Doble were first and third in the 
second race, sandwiching Gange. Winning 
race speeds in both events would have been 
enough to win the Formula Ford event too! 

Chris Ings (Churchgate Hotel Van Diemen) 
led the early stages of the Formula Ford race 
from outside place on the front row, but 
he must have thought his luck was out when 
pole man Wil Arif (Crossle) cruised past and 
appeared all set for another success. However, 
Ing's life was made much easier when third 
man Don Smith (Merlyn) spun right out of 
contention at Clearways on lap four and then 
Wil Arif left the scene with a broken throttle 
linkage at Pilgrim's Rise on lap five. This left 
Ings just ahead of Len Fletcher’s Merlyn, 
which had come up from the fourth row of 
the grid, but although Fletcher pressed hard 
Ings kept his head to score his first win in 
seven outings with the Van Diemen. Rob 
Newall’s Jamun with home-built engine was 
third from Ken Everden’s Ray, John Poxon’s 
Merlyn and Brian Songhurst’s Royale, which 
came right up from the back of the grid 
despite a persistent misfire and shared fast- 
est lap.

Bill Derry occupied pole position for the 
Mini Miglia thrash which followed, but he 
saw third fastest man Martia Ennis go before 
the flag dropped, while Eric Groves was left 
in the middle of the front row with a dead 
engine. In his haste to get on terms with 
Ennis Derry went off at Paddock first time 
round, rejoining at the very back in company 
with Groves, who had a push start. Ennis 
led on the road (although not in effect because 
of a jump start penalty) until the third lap, 
when Phil Johnstone, Dudley Fisher and John 
Hazell all went through. These three fought 
hammer and tongs until Johnstone crashed 
at Bottom Bend on lap six, but the others 
kept the battle going until Hazell blew up 
on the final lap. With Ennis penalised out of 
the reckoning, Fisher was the winner by nearly 
30 seconds from Russell Dell and Alex Boyle, 
who could not be separated by the time- 
keepers, and the rapidly recovering Bill Derry 
fourth. 

This season's Brands clubbies have seen 
fierce competition between John Waterman's 
E-type Jaguar and David Hipperson’'s Midget in 
modsports events, and this meeting featured 
the latest chapter in the continuing story. 
Hipperson occupied pole position with the 
same practice time as Waterman, and the out- 
side spot was empty in the absence of Barry 
Wood's Ginetta. Another David and Goliath 
battle lined up on row two, Roger Redsell 
(Midget) equalling the time of Bill de Selin- 
court (Jaguar), although they were 1.5 s slower 
than the front row pair. Waterman went 
ahead right from the start, and try as he

might Hipperson never got on terms with the 
Jaguar. Redsell had a lonely third place after 
slipping by de Selincourt on lap five, and 
Nick Ramus (Elan) overtook David Stallwood 
(Sprite) for fifth on the ninth lap. Andy 
Fraser's class-leading Marcos looked as if it 
might provide some excitement but went sick 
on lap six, leaving the class to Hugh Good- 
child's Healey. In the tiddlers’ class, Graham 
Lilwall was left on the grid groping for gears 
in his Ginetta, but got going and achieved the 
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Mini Miglia upset at Paddock. 
not too daunting task of beating Micki 
Chittenden’s Midget for class victory. 

Last of the “proper” races was for un- 
limited capacity single-seaters and should 
have been a Sunday afternoon doddle for the 
F5000 McLaren of Allan Kayes, sorting his 
car out for the next Rothmans race. Unfor- 
tunately for him the car never ran properly 
after gaining pole position and Paul Butler 
(Brabham BT28) passed the McLaren on the 
second lap and went away to a comfortable 
win. Robin Smythe (Formula Atlantic GRD) 
pushed hard but could not get past the big 
McLaren. Peter Deal finished fourth in his 
“for sale"’ Brabham BT21, followed by the 
Super Vee Royale of Olly Hollamby. 

This race completed, al] attention shifted to 
Clearways, where 12 more races were run 
off on the tight 535-yard oval. Three quali- 
fying races and a 25-lap final for Formula 1 
stock cars produced some genuinely exciting 
racing as well as the normal measure of in- 
credible incidents, accidents and near misses, 
and the final was carried off by Rochdale 
driver Stuart Smith. Three awe-inspiring races 
for bangers—many of them old Zodiac/ 
Zephyr models— found a winner in Dennis 
Diment. from Croydon, and cars which could 
limp to the start line again took part in a 
destruction derby at the end of the day. Com- 
pleting the carnival, Mini Rods and Anglia 
Rods each made two appearances.

Severe wet weather and high 
winds have decimated the field 
on the UDT World Cup Rally 
with only seven crews reaching 
Kano. A modified official instruc- 
tion was then issued at TC 15 
(Tamanrasset Town) which would 
allow another 12 competitors 
to continue the event. The in- 
struction stated: “from TC 15 in 
road book two to TC 33 in road 
book three competitors may fail 
to report at up to a maximum of 
10 intermediate controls before 
being excluded. The following 
penalties will be applied for each 
control missed. TC and/or SS 
start—24 hrs. PC and/or SS 
finish—3 hrs. The maximum 
lateness at TC 19 Kano is ex- 


tended to 30 hrs and this control 
is included in the controls which 
may be missed.

During the past 12 months many column 
inches of motor sport magazine space have 
been occupied by the comments of spectators, 
circuit managers and proprietors regarding 
the facilities for the public at race meetings 
but no mention has ever been made of some 
of the other forms of spectator motor sport. 
Now there are many motor sport enthusiasts 
who have never attended a hill climb and 
certainly many of the uninformed circuit 
followers often decry the sport, but until you 
have seen the sight of Mike MacDowel 
thrusting 500 plus brake horse power of 
Repco Brabham over the 12 foot wide finish 
at. Shelsley at 125mph or witnessed the 
dramatic progress of Sir Nicholas Williamson 
and his Marlyn DFV through the Esses at 
Wiscombe, you can never really appreciate 
just what a fantastic spectator sport hill 
climbing can be, if it is promoted properly 
and here lies the achilles heel ; the promotion, 

First on the credit side let us take 
another look at ithe excellent set up provided 
by Mike Wilson and the enthusiastic York- 
shire centre of the BARC. It was several 
seasons ago that this club realised the full 
spectator potential at their fine venue, Hare- 
wood, not too far removed from the city of 
Leeds. First it was realised that the general 
public cannot attend a meeting if they do 
not know that it is taking place and so 
before each meeting an advertising campaign 
is carried out not only in the local papers 
but also utilising television advertising. Costly 
yes, but certainly effective as often in the 
past when the weather has been on the side 
of the organisers, a crowd of 12,000 has been 
attracted to the venue, spectator figures that 
many a club meeting on the circuits would be 
pleased to obtain. However, having obtained 
the crowd who pay good money for an 
afternoon's entertainment, you have to keep 
them happy and informed and most important 
of all, keep the meeting flowing. This has 
been more than adequately achieved at Hare-

presentation and a non-stop commentary. 


wood by one simple move; efficient 
organisation which keeps the meeting in top 
gear throughout. This is further added to by 
an efficient commentary which not only keeps 
the crowd informed of the drivers but most 
important of all, relays the times to the 
waiting enthusiasts within seconds of the 
car crossing the finish line, thus ensuring that 
the excitement that so often occurs in both 
class and championship runs holds the interest 
of the crowd. 

Despite the undeniably successful approach 
adopted by the BARC (Yorks), unfortunately 
many other organising clubs have been 
reticent to follow the lead set by the 
Northerners, one of these being the Bugatti 
Owners Club. Surely it cannot be denied that 
their venue at Prescott is one of the best not 
only for spectators .but also for the 
drivers, but it seems as though once the 
spectators are through the gate having paid 
their money they are completely forgotten. 
The main attraction of a hill climb is the 
race of man and machine against the clock 
and naturally times determine the winners 
and the losers and it is vital, therefore, 
that the spectators who have paid good and 
quite often very expensive charges to watch 
the meeting be entertained. This regretfully 
does not happen. The commentary could be 
virtually regarded as non-existent and al- 
though times are announced shortly after the 
completion of each car’s run, the information 
regarding the interesting cars and drivers 
and class positions is seldom, if ever,

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relayed. In fact such was the enthusiasm of 
the organisers last year to keep the crowd 
happy and informed as well as providing 
value for money that Roy Lane’s record hold- 
ing McLaren was actually described as a 
“thing,” during the commentary. Can you 
imagine Denny Hulme's reaction if that 
happened to him at Silverstone. 

It is time that many organising club’s 
realised that hill climbing and indeed sprint- 
ing, particularly in 1974 which is already 
turning out to be a highly competitive season, 
is a good spectator sport, but like any pro- 
duct it must be promoted. You cannot just 
sit down and take the money without supply- 
ing the goods which in ‘the terms of motor 
sport spectators is entertainment. So the 
onus is on the organisers to provide the 
customers with tthe goods and they will pay 
the money to come to these events ; Harewood 
has proved that and if some further attrac- 
tions can be provided such as are run at the 
Yorkshire hill then the spectators will come, 
the money will flow in and both the sport 
and the club will be infinitely better off, 
but it needs effort, thought and above all, 
enthusiasm. 


Sprinting’s revival — 
thanks to RAC 


Whilst on ithe subject of hill climbs, it is 
most encouraging to note the dramatic 
revival in its associated sport—sprinting. With 
just three championship rounds completed, no 
less than 19 drivers have scored points, 
more incidently, than scored in total in the 
whole of last year’s series. The only pity 
of the championship is that due to security 
reasons, some of the venues, some say, are 
out of bounds to spectators as they are 
operational forces establishments including 
the excellent venue at South Cerney but 
there are still many rounds which can 
accommodate spectators and already this year 
it seems as though the general public are 
taking a much greater interest in this form 
of the sport. 

There can be no doubt that the dedicated 
members of the sprinting fraternity have 
responded admirably to this latest support 
and it must be said that the RAC faith in 
allowing the championship to continue after 
a couple of years in the doldrums has been 
fully justified and the boys at Belgrave 
Square must receive full praise for their 
decision for without the championship, top 
class sprinting would almost certainly have 
waned away into insignificance in 1974.

Charnell scores twice; 
three lap records fall 


Although the famous needle match between 
Bill Dryden’s SMT Firenza and Dougal 
Niven’s Border Reivers Boss Escort did not 
materialise at Sunday’s Ingliston meeting, 
Dumfries man Tony Charnell more than made 
up for the action by carving his way to a 
victory in both the Formule libre and Special 
GT Sports and Clubman class. Three class 
records also fell during the day which, 
although dry, was looking somewhat overcast 
towards the end of the races. 

First race was for Modified Sports Cars over 
10 laps and John Absalom led from start to 
close in his Ginetta G4. During practice he 
spun three times at the hairpin and once at 
the main grandstand and went into the pits 
with apparent engine trouble, only to come 
out again and continue practising to take 
pole position with 52.4 s. From the start 
he led from Mike Nugent's Blan, Kenny Allan's 
Clan, and Alec Soutar’s Elan, but Absalom 
and Nugent pulled away from the rest of 
the field with the Elan pushing all ithe way. 
Nugent retired on lap 7 in a cloud of smoke 
leaving the Ginetta a secure lead. In fact this 
race gave Absalom a class record of 53 s. 

Don Morton's Elan lost third place on lap 
5 when he spun at Caravan, continuing some 
way back in sixth place, while Allen took 
Soutar for third place on that lap. Don Ruther- 
ford (Sprite) pulled off on lap 7 at the hair- 
pin with oiled plugs, came back on again 
and then pulled off again shortly after. 

The second event, heat one of the Calor 
Transport Trophy for special saloons up to 
1000cc, started heatedly with a battle going 
on between Sedric Bell and Alex Clacher for 
the lead. Bell finally took his Mini through 
on lap 4 and held on to this lead putting 
Clacher's Imp firmly in to second place. John 
Fyda in his Agra Imp was in third place until 
lap 8 when he was taken by Fisher's Imp, 
the eventual third place man. Fyda finally 
went missing on the last lap. At the Caravan 
on Lap 7 G. Stupple’s Riley Elf nudged Peter 
Pitman’s Chysler Imp inito the barrier. Pit- 
man was unhurt although that could not be 
said for his car, the engine being torn from 
the mountings. 

The second heat of the Trophy race featured 
the traditional battle between Dougal Niven 
in his Boss Escort and Bill Dryden in tthe 
SMT Firenza. During practice Niven had been 
having suspension troubles but seemed to 
have cured it for from pole position he 
boomed away from Dryden closely followed 
by Tony Sugden, John Calvert (both in 
Escorts) and Jim Dryden. They pulled out 
in @ tight battle from Sugden and Calvert who 
were equally closely followed by John Myers- 
cough in his Thomas Motor Co Escort TC. 

Bill Dryden drove hard but Niven managed 
to hold him off to the end, giving him a win 
and @ ciew cles record with @ lap of 62 ie. 
Dryden's fastest lap was only 0.1 s behind 
at 52.8 s. On lap 3 Calvert in his Hillcrest

Four-way battle behind Lyons 


Northern Ireland's contribution to this year's 
Castrol/BTRDA Autotest Championship, John 
Lyons, put one hand firmly on the champion- 
ship trophy last Sunday when he all but 
clinched the series thanks to yet another 
brilliant performance at the seventh round 
organised by the BBC Motoring Club at 
Brentford market. Having inched his way to 
BTD at the Bolton round a fortnight previ- 
ously he put everyone in perspective last 
weekend by winning by just over a quarter of 
a minute. He’s now got the maximum points 
required for a class win but he needs to 
campaign a little further to collect a few 
more BTDs to make 100 per cent sure of 
taking the title away from Trevor Smith. 

It was unfortunate that the tests arranged 
by the BBC organisers fell short of the stan- 
dard expected of a championship event. They 
were unimaginative in conception and never 
provided the test on driver's skill that com- 
petitors have come to expect. Marshalling was 
also not up to the high standards required of 
a championship status meeting and perhaps 
the club would have done better to have 
withdrawn their event in the light of their 
own, internal problems. 

Ignoring the flying Lyons there was a tre- 
mendous battle between four drivers for 
second overall the situation boiling up as the 
last three tests came up. At this stage only 
1.3 s separated Phil Darbyshire (Clubman GT) 
and Trevor Smith (Sprite), with Cliff Robinson 
and Denise Beare, both in Sprites, the meat 
of the sandwich. 


At the end Beare, thanks to a penalty free 
day, came through for second overall and a 
fine class win, pipping Smith by 1.3 s, the 
champion having had to fight back into con- 
tention following a clanger on the first ¢est. 
Third in the sports car class was Robinson, 
who made a mess of the penultimate test, but 
the error did not cost him a class position. 

The small capacity Minis class went to 
Keith Winter who totalled 505.9 s, to finish

Autocross team 
battle at Horndean 


A big team battle is expected at the first 
Hampshire autocross of the season being pro- 
moted by Southsea Motor Club at Hinton 
Daubney, near Horndean, this Sunday. 

Although a large entry has been received 
for the event which is heavily sponsored by 
Fareham Fiat dealers Huxfords, it is already 
apparent that the main battle will be between 
Tom Airey’s New Cheriton Team and the 
recently formed Team Trimin. 

The New Cheriton Team, which first hit the 
headlines when Cheriton garage-owner Tom 
Airey swept the board with a succession of 
ACSMC championship round wins in 1972, 
has seen a number of changes during the 
winter. With Tom Airey having quit the 
wheel for development work, the key driver 
is Nick Brice, from Portsmouth, driver of a 
998 cc Cooper who last year was overall 
winner of the ACSMC Autocross Champion- 
ship. This year he will be driving the same, 
much modified Cooper, as well as sharing a 
1340 cc S with Tom’s younger brother Bill. 
Bill Airey will definitely be one to watch this 
year, campaigning a 3.5-litre Rover-engined 
Anglia which makes its first competition 
appearance on Sunday. Also in a 1340 cc S 
is up and coming rallycross driver Mick Bird, 
from Midhurst, who joined the team a few 
months ago. 

Team Trimin is interesting in that, as the 
name suggests, three Mini drivers have got 
together to form a private team, with their 
cars strikingly sprayed in an identical red, 
white, and blue colour scheme. 

Damian Byrne, from Petersfield, who won 
the ACSMC class for fwd cars under 1000 cc 
with his 850 cc Mini last year driving under 
the New Cheriton banner, heads the trio. He 
will be using a 1293 cc Longman S. The 
other drivers are Bob Hewson, from Cow- 
plain (998 cc Cooper), and Paul Kneen, from 
Liss (850 cc Mini) who both left their mark 
on the southern autocross scene last summer. 

Sunday's event is the second round of the 
ACSMC autocross championship.

Warren and 
Hathaway tie 


Joint BTD from George Warren and Barry 
Hathaway, another new class winner from the 
East and the defeat of Peter Harrold in the 
rear engined class, were among the surprises 
resulting from last Sunday's West Essex round 
of the Castrol/BTRDA Clubmans Autocross 
Championship held at Howsfield Farm, Staple- 
ford Tawney, near Abridge. 

Both Warren, in his BDA Escort and Hath- 
away in his 1450 Mini, returned 1 m 46.8 s 
on their second runs to share the honour and 
both, in their respective classes, won by more 
than a second. Class 1 saw a revitalised Nick 
Garner take a win by more than 2 s from 
Malcolm Cope with Ian Thomson third almost 
another second away. Garner's time of 1 m 
51.4 s was some 3 s quicker than Graham 
Hathaway's winning time in the next class, In 
what was the best class battle of the day 
Hathaway (Escort) had his work cut out to 
hold on to his win from Roger and Tony 
Beesley in their Anglia. Roger got within 
half a second and Tony was only two tenths 
further away. 

Once again Paul Northall had maximum 
points in the sports car class with the Triumph 
GT6, and although he managed to stave off 
the still determined Ron Easton (TVR Vixen), 
his partner Roger Dowson was beaten out 
of the top three by John Lock’s MGB engined 
TVR. 


Brian Prior was the nigger in the woodpile 
in the rear engined section where he beat 
Peter Harrold by half a second. Prior's 1900 
VW did 1 m 49.4 s to Harrold’s 1 m 49.8 s 
but Harrold, it is reported, is still sorting 
out his revamped 2 litre VW. A fortnight ago 
it was Duncan Kirk who set the tongues 
wagging in the up to 1000 cc class for Minis 
and this time it was Alan Smith, also from 
King’s Lynn, who took the plaudits when he 
beat Kirk in the same car. Moreover Smith 
did it handsomely for he had identical runs 
of 1 m 48.0 s and the best that Kirk could do 
was 0.9 s slower. Roger Brunt made a start 
to his championship quest by turning up with 
his new bodied Mini and was third just over 
a@ second off the pace. 

Behind George Warren in the big Escort 
class Reg Mullenger took the over 1300 cc 
front engined rwd class in 1 m 48.3 s a long 
way ahead of Tony Merridale who is running 
his basically Escort 1300 cc in the bigger class 
because he is not sure whether it is just over 
1300 cc or just under. Tony’s brother Bob 
had a poor day for he holed a piston in the 
re-run when running in the up to 1300 cc 
class. 

Richard Moore was the big Mini class 
winner ahead of Richard McDonald, the 
difference being half a second and Nick 
Seymour had a runaway Specials class win 
with Volnik in 1 m 47.2 s which was BTD 
after the first runs. In the rally car class, for 
which there was a healthy entry of 11, Peter 
Wallace won with his 1760 Escort in 1 m 
57.3 s from John Ringwood's Escort TC and 
the standard car class resulted in Martin 
Barnard’s Datsun 240Z gaining a 3 s win over 
Chris Wild's 3 litre Capri.

Skilton’s track record 


Contrary to the short preview last week, the 
weekend drag meeting at Blackbushe was not 
an International event after all. Although 
originally scheduled as such, for reasons 
connected with the events cut back/fuel short- 
age, it reverted to a regular event with an 
extra afternoon’s qualifying and practice, but 
with the added bonus of Radio Luxembourg 
involvement as the first of their 208 Star 
Days, which included visits from the Bay 
City Rollers, Sweet and the almost obligatory 
Womble, without which no function is com- 
plete these days. 


For Clive Skilton it was a good day, with 
a new track record to his credit including the 
first six run anywhere this year, and a 
222 mph top end run, nearly his best ever. 
For poor Dennis Priddle, though it was 
another story, for after a promising 7.5 s 
run on Saturday in the STP dragster, his 
luck went downhill. The first round of the 
three car Top Fuel match pitted him against 
Roland Pratt in the Revolution Three car. 
After the traditionally long lunch break, the 
event needed the thunder of these two to 
waken things up, and all eyes and ears were 
on the start as the two cars screamed through 
their burn-outs, But Roland had to shut off 
when part of his brake linkage came adrift 
while being pulled back to the line. With 
attention switched to Dennis, the sleek front 
engined car edged into stage. But as he drop- 
ped the clutch at the green the motor expired 
ominously, with flames licking from the ex- 
hausts that were soon doused. A dent in the 
sump looked expensive, and indeed it was, 
for it transpired that the crank had broken 
inside the massive girdle of the Donovan 
engine, and whilst the girdle itself remained 
intact, handfuls of aluminium web and other 
parts of the expensive block spelt the end 
of the day for Dennis. Owing to the high 
quality of the casting, it is possible to weld 
the engine back together, but this would have 
to be done at Donovan's in America, so the 
team now have to decide whether to pull the 
trusty 392 iron motor from the funny and put 
it in the dragster, or ‘retire the dragster for 
the time being. 


The poor traction had kept the times down 
on Saturday, the 9.4 s run and 171 mph top 
end showing the amount of wheel spin 
Priddle’s funny car was getting before it 
hooked up. In the first round of Top Compe- 
tition, Priddle faced Mike Hall in his 392 
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Altered, and once again times were not out- 
standing for either car as they smoked their 
way down the strip, but by mid-distance 
Priddle started to edge ahead to hit 182 in 
8.9 s to Hall's 161 mph in 9.7 s. 

The other pair in the elimination consisted 
of Shaver in the Castrol funny and Dave 
Stone in “ Tee-Rat,” which he had kept in the 
nines the previous day, wary of breaking an- 
other ring and pinion on the bumpy track. 
Shaver had got his car onto one wheel 
whilst fighting a strong cross wind, so he 
too was cautious on what was still quite a 
windy day. Dave Stone led all the way though 
when they left, but a sudden swerve to the 
centre line near the end spelt the end of a 
half shaft as he slowed to 8.8 s at 127 mph, 
Shaver trailing through with a 16 s and sus- 
pected blower trouble. Nothing was found 
amiss though, so he returned to face Priddle 
in the final, Stone being unable to make it out 
with his broken axle. Hall also came out for 


another run by himself when things had got . 


a bit slack when the Christmas Tree packed 
up again, and after a storming 9 s run drop- 
ped the chute and promptly left the track 
at some 160 mph, to bounce across the grass 
before coming to a halt unharmed and un- 
damaged after what must have been one of 
the“ hairiest” rides at any drag meet in this 
country. 


So once again the two funnies faced each 
other, with Shaver getting a lead on Priddle 
as both smoked heavily from the line. But 
once again, Shaver shut off as Priddle went 
through to win with another good run of 
9.2 s at 154 mph. 


With Pratt’s brakes repaired, and Priddle 
out, the two rear engined cars faced each 
other twice, with Pratt losing fire on the first 
run and being frantically restarted in time to 
line up with Skilton, who made a meteoric 
start on the amber light to record his 6.91 s 
best time at 213 mph, but giving the win to 
Pratt’s 7.7 s at 183 mph. The second meeting, 
the last run of the day saw him leave on the 
green this time, and in the closest race for 
some time between the two, he just fought off 
Pratt’s strong 756 s 190 mph with a 7.23 s 
at 222 mph, Pratt having made a very. good 
start that had him ahead for some time. 


Both the leading Top Dragster entrants, 
Prior and Andrews had been happy with 
nines on Saturday, with Ray Hoare not far 
behind at 10.02 s with his small block car. 
He met Prior in the first round, and gave 
her a close race at 10.0 s to 9.8 s, the bigger 
454 car not going so well as usual. Andrews 
took a bye at 8.7 s before meeting Prior in 
the final, and walking away from her with an 
8.56 s 172 mph run as the fast lady’s clutch 
gave out. 


Clive Page was taking his turn at the 
wheel of “Panic” the team 427 Fiat, and 
suffered one of the many breakages on Satur- 
day when the spider gears broke. After weld- 
ing the unit up, a small crack was noticed 
in the differential case so they decided to 
take it easy and hope for the best. With main 
rival Dick Sharpe in the 428 Pontiac A35 
absent with a damaged crank, they had Bob 
Deachen’s 425 litre Daimler to run three 
times, with Clive taking all the runs without 
having to better 11 s on the delicate rear end. 

All too many eliminations involved similar 
three match series, including Top and Super 
Street. Top went to Ivan Fryer’s Mustang 
with a string of 13s over Bob Swansborough’s 
blown V6 Anglia, whilst Dave Rose did a 
similar trick on John Manley in his TVR 
Tuscan (formerly Bill Marshall’s car), and 
managed a best of 12.2 s on new M&H slicks, 
not too bad under the conditions. 


Gary Goggin was the sole representative 
of the Pro Stocks, the Mullen/Yorke car be- 
ing conspicuous by its absense, and sur- 
rounded by rumour either that it is already 
up for sale, or that a sister car is soon to 
arrive. Goggin ran three 105 s and 106 s 
runs at 135 mph as demonstration runs, but 
would have been glad of some opposition. 

Compared with the last Blackbushe event, 
things did run better, but there is still a long 
way to go before the racers get back the en- 
thusiasm that they seem to have lost for 
racing at Blackbushe.

VW beats the Imps 


It's not often a VW manages to beat a horde 
of Imps in production car trials these days, 
but it happened last Sunday down at Liphook, 
Hampshire, where Invaders MC held their 
annual trial on one of the Army sites which 
are available to clubs. Alan Foster was the 
driver to put it across the Imp brigade in 
the small capacity class for rear engined cars 
taking his VW through the 20 sections with 
a total loss of only five marks, which gave 
him a single mark victory over the rest of 
the class of 19 cars, most of which were 
Chrysler products. 

With no overall winner Foster had one of 
the most satisfying class wins of the day 
though at the end of the morning runs about 
half his class were unpenalised as were the 
leaders in the bigger capacity rear engined 
class and the one for Beach Buggies. The 
organisers tightened things up for the after- 
noon runs and Foster came through with a 
single mark in hand over Mick Harvey who 
in turn was two up on John Young. 

The other rear engined class was also 
decided on the second half and Robert Carr 
beat his father Dave into third place with 
their shared Imp. Robert dropped a single 
mark to head John Andrews by three marks 
while father Carr hit a marker near the end 
and that was that. Best of the seven Beach 
Buggies in their class was Graham Pettit who 
defied the organisers completely to finish 


with a clean sheet while his co-driver Rod 
Head weighed in with a single mark loss. 

There was a_ three-cornered fight for 
honours in the front engined fwd class with 
Graham Lindley, Alan Terry and John de 
Lacey Taylor scrapping from the start. After 
the first round of the 10 hills Taylor held a 
single mark lead over Lindley with Terry 
third, but at the end Lindley came through 
to win on 30 marks, Terry was second on 
33 marks and Taylor, in an Austin 1300, 
against the two Mini men, fell away to a 
35 mark total.
